have been crushed by a calm but vigorous enforcement of the 
ordinary powers of law; nor had that hope been abandoned 
even so short a time ago as the opening of Parliament, The 
conspiracy, however, only staggered for a few days under the 
blow which the Special Commission had inflicted upon it, and 
very speedily resumed its progress, The seat of its vitality is 
on the other side of the Atlantic, whence there is a constant 
flow into Ireland of men, materials, and money for foment- 
ing rebellion, The emissaries from this central or- 
ganisation have learned, by the experience of their convicted 
predecessors, to pursue their treasonable calling under such 
precautions as may keep them out of reach of legal evidence ; 
and although their persons and designs are, in many instances, 
well known, they are able to evade the present administrative 
powers of justice, The Irish Executive, apprehending, it would 
seem, an approaching outbreak, but precluded by Constitutional 
restraints from acting upon the information they possess, 
cannot answer for the preservation of the public peace unless 
authorised by Parliament to set aside the customary safe- 
guards of personal liberty, and to proceed against the active 
organisers of insurrection on suspicion in default of legal 
evidence. The alternative submitted to the Legislature on 
faturday last was—a concession to the Government of legal 
authority to lay their hand at once upon suspected con- 
spirators, or a collision attended with more cr less loss both 
of life and property. Parliament wisely and humanely chose 
a policy of restraint to one of bloodshed, 

“ They that take the sword shall perish by the sword.” Such 
is the general law of Providence as laid down for our guidance 
by unerring wisdom—a law of much wider application than is 
commonly perceived, An appeal to force, no matter what or 
how praiseworthy soever its object, can expect to be met only 
by a response in kind, Where differences between the governed 
and their governors are pushed to a trial of strength between 
them, the first and most obvious care of each party will be to 
place the other at a disadvantage. He who chooses to invoke 
hostilities is a simpleton to expect that only such hostilities will 
be urged against him as he is competent to master, No 
rane Government will allow itself to be worsted by rebellion if 
it have within reach the means of prevention ; and to blame it 
for resorting to such means when necessary is both childish 
and unjust. In a word, where men are mad enough to commit 
political ends to the chance of a game at arms, they have de- 
prived themselves of all right to complain that they are sum- 
marily dealt with, They cannot “eat their cake and have 
it "—cannot enjoy the protection of a Constitution, and at the 
same time labour to subvert it, They have appealed to Owsar, 
and to Cesar they must go. 

The people of this country for many generations have beenso 
habituated to regard the legal right of personal freedom as un- 
assailable by the governing authority as to associate the fact of 
such right being placed in abeyance, though for a limited time 
only, with the gloomiest anticipations, They have reason for 
misgiving, for no community can surrender to the discretionary 
power of its rulers the guarantees by which law assures to 
all its members the liberty of the subject without some ap- 
prehension lest the trust should be abused, 
the Irish pecple are under a régime of 
despotism ; practically, all that they hold dear to them 
is placed under a stronger safeguard than before, They have 
armed the Lord Lieutenant with a tremendous weapon ; but it 
has been put into his hands for the exclusive purpose of being 
wielded for their protection against the machinations of those 
who are seeking to overturn the whole framework of existing 
society, The reliance of the orderly and the loyal that it will not 
be turned against themselves is nothing more, it is true, than a 
reliance upon character ; but then, it is upon the character, not 
of a single individual, but of a kindred nation, Lord Wodehouse,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Feb, 22, 

THE Senate having finally settled the terms of the address in reply 
to the Imperial speech, a deputation from that body waited upon the 
Emperor on Sunday last, when the address was presented. The 
Emperor made the customary observation that his Government was 
“not stationary, but was advancing and was wishful to advance, 
though upon firm ground capable of supporting both power and 
iberty.” The Corps Législatit has appointed Monday next to discuss 
the draught of the address, which was read to the Chambers, by Count 
Walewski, a few days since. 

The Emperor has been dining at General Fleury's, and listening to 
no less than seven songs sang by the so-called divinity of the Faubourg 
Poissonniére, Mdme. Thérése, who had the delicacy on this 
occasion to suppress the most offensive compositions in her répertoire. 
Princess Mathilde accompanied the Emperor, but the Empress 
showed her good taste in not being present at a performance of so 
doubtful a Eevacter. There was a private concert at the Tuileries a 
few evenings since, at which the Brothers Lionnet sang some of the 
most touching of Béranger’s charming lyrics, when ali at once the 
company were surprised at hearing the Emperor burst forth with 
“Les Souvenirs du Peuple,” which he sang with great spirit and 
without any accompaniment. The Emperor has taken the subject of 
the Luxembourg gardens in hand, 2c Other day he made a per- 
sonal inspection of the locality, and decided at once that the western 
portion should not be interfered with, New plans of the proposed 
improvements in this quarter are to be prepared. Two new statues— 
a shepherd-boy and nymph—have beea recently placed in the 

rdens to the right of the group of Polyphemus which decorates the 

edici fountain. 

It is commonly reported that the Emperor will himself assume 
the vacant office of President of the Imperial Commission for the 
Exhibition of 1867, Prince Napoleon, according to the chroniqueurs, 
having determined not to allow himself to be reinstated in this post. 
By-the-way, the bronze and marble statues and other articles of 
virtii which adorned the Prince’s Pompeian villa in the Aveaue 
Montagne, that goes by the name of the “ Maison de Diom@de,” are 
announced for sale by public auction. 

M. Emile de Girardin, alarmed by the two Ministerial “ warnings” 
which have been given to the Presse, has been for some time past 
printing advertisements in the portion of the paper usually allotted 
to leading articles, thinking this the best course to preserve the 
paper from suppression and its shareholders from large pecuniary 
loss. This week, however, it is announced that he and two other of 
the principal editors have resigned their posts, 

There is a talk— and I expect it will be little more than talk for some 
time to come—of an underground railway system for Paris, which has 
been planned by M. Edoux, the engineer. This underground railway 
is to go westward to the Madeleine, and soon to the Rue Saint Lazare 








Railway station, Eastward, it is to reach the Halles; thence it will 
stretch to the Orleans Railway station, and have branches to the Stras- 
bourg and Great Northern Railway termini, But this is notall. A 
branch is to stretch to the Place de la Bastille, and to the Vincennes 
and Lyons Railways. On the other hand, a subterranean line will 
connect the Palais Royal with the Champs Elysées and the Bois de 
Boulogne. 

Verdis new opera, “‘ Don Carlos,” which is to be in five acts, is about 
half finished,I hear. Schiller’s play forms the foundation of the story, 
and the libretto, by Mery, is almost completed. Dantan, the famous 
French portrait-sculptor, has just completed an admirable lifesize bust 
of Verdi, which was presented to the composer at his house the other 
day, on which occasion there was a strong gathering of musical cele- 
brities at present in Paris, 

Mdlle, Mela, a young and beautiful Italian girl of eighteen, is 
creating just now a great sensation in Parisian circles. Her voice, 
we are told, is a tencr, a perfect tenor. She made her début in the 
salons of M, Isaac Pereire, who had invited a large company to 
hear her, all of whom listened to her with admiration, and applauded 
her with enthusiasm, 

The “Société des Gens de Lettres” has been indirectly mixing 
itself up with political matters, it would seem. A work published 
under its auspices, called the “ Trésor Littéraire,” has been violently 
attacked at a recent sitting of the members on account of its un- 
mistakable Ultramontane tone. One speaker, M. Michiels, went so 
far as to say that the articles had been expressly written “ to prepare 
the country for the return of the elder branch of the Bourbons,” 
and he called for a vote of censure on those who were responsible for 
the production of the work. After a scene of indescribable tumult, 
the sitting was brought to a close without any decision being come 
to, The affair, however, is to be revived at the next meeting of the 
society,

PRUSSIA. 

It is stated that the Cabinet, taking as a precedent the solution 

arrived at in the Lauenburg question, has resolved to propose to 
Austria to cede her rights of possessions in the duchies in consideration 
of a pecuniary indemnity. It is asserted that Prussia is about to send 
a note to the Austrian Cabinet declaring the mal union of the 
duchies with Prussia to be the only solution of the Schleswig- Holstein 
question. 
"The President of the Ministry of State hae addressed a letter to 
Herr Grabow, president of the Chamber of Deputies, in which he 
declares that the resolutions of the Chamber relative to the duchy of 
Lauenburg, the Supreme Court, and the Cologne banquet are uncon- 
stitutional, and therefore cannot be accepted by theGovernment. For 
these reasons he returns the resolutions to the President of the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

A meeting of the members of the Working Men's Association of 
Berlin, called together on Saturday by the president, Herr Bandow, 
and attended by 500 persons, was dissolved by the police. The object 
of the meeting was to express the approval of the working class of the 
position taken up by the Chamber of Deputies, 

RUSSIA. 

The lieutenant of the Emperor in Warsaw has promulgated, by 
order of his Sovereign, a series of provisional decrees respecting the 
kingdom of Poland, the principal objects of which are as follow :— 
The speedy and complete restoration of a normal state of things in 
Poland ; the gradual suppression of the exceptional system and mili- 
tary government instituted in 1863 ; and the immediate re-establish- 
ment of the civil administrative authorities in the provinces of the 
kingdom, which will be divided into eight governments, according to 
the ancient circumecription of voivodships. The military chiefs will 
be maintained provisionally in their several districts, but they will be 
henceforth subordinated to the civil authorities, 

UNITED STATES. 

The President, in reply to a delegation of coloured men, who 
requested that negroes should be allowed the right of suffrage and 
representation, said he believed that the negroes in the south would 
not be benefited by those rights, and that the result would be a war 
of races. To another delegation, who waited on him to express satis- 
faction at his policy, he announced his intention to adhere to the doc- 
trines expressed in his annual message ; and that, as he was not a 
candidate for re-election, he could afford to do right. 

The Connecticut and New Hampshire Democratic State Convention 
have indorsed President Johnson's policy. 

The Senate has passed the Freedmen’s Bureau Billas amended by 
the House of Representatives, 

A bill bas been passed by the House of Representatives requiring 
foreign and non-resident holders of American railroad bonds to pay 
taxes on their dividends. 

Both Houses have passed a bill forndding the reissuing of the 
American register to American vessels placed under foreign flags 
during the rebellion, without special Congressional authority. 

The House of Representatives has passed a bill extending the 
privileges of the homestead law to freedmen, and giving eighty acres 
of public land in Mississippi, Louisiana, Florida, or Arkansas, to each 
eettler, without distinction of colour, on payment of five dollars at the 
time of settlement, Over 10,000,000 acres have been appropriated to 
this —_——

The Metropolitan Board of Works held a meeting, on Wed- 
nesday, to consider how they were to discharge that portion of their duties 
which the Cattle Diseases Bill casts upon them. On the suggestion of the 
chaiiman, it was agreed that committees of the board should be appointed, 
ene for each metropolitan borough, who would superintend the carrying out 
of the provisions of the Act within their respective departments, 


The annual general meeting of the governors of Charing- 
cross Hoepital was held in the board-room of the hospital on Wednesday. The 
secretary read the annual report of the committee cf management, which 
stated that during the past year the institution had been well supported by 
the public. It bad afforded relief to 19,413 persons, of which number 1171 
had been treated in the hospital and 18,242 as external patients. The cases of 
accident and emergency during the year amounted to 4399, and they were all 
treated without letters of recommendation. The tota) expenditure during the 
pact year was £4653, and the receipjs amounted to £5382, 


The annual general court of governors of St. Luke's Hospital 
for Lunatics was held, on Wednesday, at the hospital, in Old-street—the 
treasurer, Mr. Henry Francis Shaw Lefevre, in the chair. From the Ist of 
January, 1865, to the 3lst of December last, 107 patients deemed curable 
were received into the hospital, of whom forty-eight were discharged cured, 
thirty-one uncured, six were found to be unfit for the benefits of the hospital, 
seven were removed at the request of friends, and ten had diel. The bene- 
factions during the year amounted to £393, against £333 in 1864, and the sub- 
scriptions were the same in both years. Legacies had been received of £2000 
from the late Mr. Richard Thornton, £900 from Mr. H, Sykes, and £379 10s, 
frcm Mr. William Cole. 


The anniversary festival of the friends of the Asylum for 
Fatherless Children was celebrated on Wednesday at the London Tavern, 
Bishopeg ate-street, under the presidency of the Lord Mayor. The Lord Mayor,

The trustees have resolved 
that no copies or studies in any method are to be made from the works of 
living artists without their written consent having been previously submitted 
to the keeper. Thirteen pictures have been protected with glass during the 
year, There are now 108 exhibited works of foreign schools protected with 
¢lass, including three cartoons and one tracing. Of the British school, forty- 
seven pictures are so protected with 202 frames of drawings and sketches.

The Lord Mayor and the members of the Court of Common 
Council, with the principal officers of the Corporation, paid a visit on Monday 
to the new lunatic asylum for the city of London, which has been erecte4, at 
the cost of the Corporation, at Stone, near Dartford, and is now ready 
for the reception of patients. They were accompanied by the chairman 
and deputy chairman, with six of the guardians of each of the three 
poor-law unions in the City. The asylum has been erected at a cost 
of £65,000, from designs by Mr. Banning, the late City architect, 
and is intended to accommodate 250 patients. It is pleasantly situated 
on an elevated picce of ground, about a mile and a half from Dart- 
ford, overlooking the Thames, commanding a view of the surrounding country 
for miles, end is surrounded by spacious grounds tastefully laid out. Bagatelle 
boards and other games and means of recreation are provided for the inmates 
in short, all the appliances for comfort and convenience which have been 
adopted of late years in the best regulated establishments for the treatment 
of persons affiicted with insanity. 


The “Cigar Ship” was launched on Monday at the ship- 
yard of Mr. Hepworth, Isle of Dogs. This remarkable ship is pointed 
at both ends, tapering gradually from the middle. She has two screws, 
eighteen feet from the points, the cone thus left at each extremity being 
attached to the shaft and allowed to revolve with the escrow.

The trustees had 
presented a petition in order that the Court might put a construction on the 
clause. The window had been erected. The Vice-Chancellor, in giving 
judgment, said:—“It had been decided that a gift in perpetuity to repair 
tombstoncs not in the church waa void, and therefore, although there was no 
case exactly like this, the gift as to the vault must fail. As to the window, 
he did not sce how he could avoid the conclusion that, a gift for the repair of 
a church being good, a gift for the repair of a window, which was part of 
the fabric, was good also. The gift as to the window was therefore good. 
As to the monument, it was for the public advantage, not only to keep the 
fabric of the church in repair, but those ornaments which it possessed ; and 
his opinion was that the reparation of a mural or other monument was a good 
charitable gift. With regard to the chancel, at first sight it appeared to be 
the duty of the Rector, impropriate or ecclesiastical , to repair it; bat it was a 
public benefit to repair and beautify it, and therefore that gift was good as a 
charitable gift.”

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THE FARM. 
THE CATTLE DISEASES BILL, 

Tne Government Cattle Diseases Bill, of thirty-four sections, revei vod 
the Royal ascent on Tuesday, and is not to continue in force longer 
than the Ist of June, 1867, and until the end of the then Sessiou of 
Parliament, except for the sake of levying rates to repay money bor- 
rowed. It embodies the broad principles of slaughter and compensa- 
tion, while that of Mr. Ward Hunt, or the Cattle Plague Bill, wich 
is now before Parliament, deals with the limits which are to be im- 
posed on the transportation of cattle to March 25, The Govern- 
ment Act does not apply to Ireland. The “local authority” (a great 
power in this Act) is to be appointed as soon as possible in Scotland ; 
and will consist in each county of four to fifteen Commissioners of 
Supply, and an equal number of tenant farmers assessed at not less 
than £100 a year. In England the Quarter Sessions will administer 
the Act and choose their committee, which is to be partly of magis- 
trates and partly of rated occupiers. Any cattle inspector already 
appointed by the Privy Council is to retain his appointment (subject 
to its being revoked if necessary), and his certificate is conclusive evi- 
dence of a beast having been diseased. He is armed with full power 
to enter any premises where he believes diseased animals to be, and 
anyone obstructing him is liable to be fined not less than £20, 

The Act is then divided into two parts, the first of which will be 
only in force up to April 15, unless continued or renewed by an Order 
in Council. By it every animal affected with cattle plague is to be 
slaughtered, and the owner is to receive half its value when takea ill, 
but euch sum is not to exceed £20. It is to be buried in its skin, with 
quicklime or other disinfectant, 6{t. deep at least. Power is also 
given to order the slaughter of such animals as have been herded with 
diseased ones (in which cass the owner gets three fourths of the value, 
not exceeding £25), and to save some of the latter for experiment, 
The value of the animal is to be ascertained by officers appointed by 
“ the local authority,” orarbitration, This slaughter clause may at any 
time be suspended by her Majesty in Council, If an animal which 
has merely — in contact with a diseased one is slaughtered, the 
owner may either sell it with a license on his own account, or require 
“ the local authority ” to sell it and pay him the compensation money. 
Every place where a diseased animal has died or been slaughtered is 
to be thoroughly disinfected, and not used for thirty days. If any 
such animal is found in a market, or on a highway, or any- 
where eke in contravention of the Act, no compensation will 
be paid for its slaughter to the owner. All cattle brought by 
sea into any town or place in Great Britain are to be marked 
by clipping the hair off the end of the tail, and are not 
to be moved alive from the town or place, except by sea; and no 
cattle are to be moved on any railway before March 25, By Part 2 the 
entire expenges incurred by “ the local authority,” including compen3a- 
tion, are to be defrayed out of a local rate, and any tenant of premises 
in respect of which he is rated may deduct one half of such rate from 
his next rent. Remission of such rate may be granted where a p2rson 
has already suffered very heavily from cattle disease. The amount of 
insurance may be recovered on slaughtered animals; the Public Loan 
Commissioners may lend money, if required, on thesecurity of the local 
rate ; and land may be purchased forcattle burial. The term “c sttle” 
bears its usual interpretation in the Act; but “animal” extends to 
sheep, goats,and swine. The amount of insurance that may be re- 
covered on slaughtered animals is regulated by section 2’, which 
provices that where any animal has been slaughtered under the pro- 
visions of this Act its owner shall not be entitled to recover in respect 
of its insurance any sum which, together with the payment he receives 
for it under the Act, shall exceed the sum which he would otherwise 
have been entitled to receive in respect of such insurance,

SIR WILLIAM FERGUSSON, 
BART., F.R.S. 


Sm Wii1iamM FERGUSSON was 
born at Prestonpans, East Lothian, 
on March 20, 1808, so that he is 
now in his fifty-eighth year. He 
received his preliminary education 
at the Grammar School of Loch- 
maben, where his paternal ancestors 
had held property for many gene- 
rations; he was then removed to 
the Edinburgh High School, and 
subsequently to the University of 
that city. He commenced his pro- 
fessional education under Professor 
Knox, and at once entered on his 
studies with zeal and energy. 
Probably no one was more com- 
petent than that celebrated ana- 
tomist to detect the genius of a 
popil ; and, having been taunted 

y the celebrated Liston that he 
“might make anatomists, but 
could never turn out a surgeon,” 
Knox resolved on not only turning 
out a surgeon, but such a one as 
should rival Liston’s fame as an 
operator. With this view he at 
once singled out of his large class 
of students the young and hard- 
working Fergusson, who now made 
the hospitals and halls his chief 
resort. He has been known to pass 
sixteen hours daily in the dissect- 
ing-room, and he has been heard to 
say that for years together, during 
his working hours, his profession 
was not out of his mind or forgotten 
by him for five consecutive minutes, 
Some of the results of this close 
application to anatomical studies 
were exhibited in some elaborate 
and minute dissections at a recent 
soirée at the Royal College of 
Surgeons, where they were de- 
servedly admired by the many com- 
petent judges then assembled. In 
1826 he became a licentiate of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Edin- 
burgh, and in 1829 the stripling of 
twenty-one years of age was elected 
a Fellow of that Corporation. He 
had previously had the entire 
management of Knox’s class, which 
at that time was larger and more 
numerously attended than any other 
lecturer's, having no fewer than 400 
students. When only twenty- 
three years of age he performed 
what has been described the capital 
operation of surgery—that is, he 
successfully tied the sub-clavian 
artery—an operation which had 
only been twice before successfully 

rformed in Scotland, once by Mr. 
iston and once by Mr, Wishart. 
To follow this distinguished 
surgeon’s career would occupy 
too much space. In 1839 he was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal So- 
ciety of Edinburgh. He soon fol- 
lowed Liston to London, when the 


councilof King’s College,only know- 


ing him by his well-earned reputa- 

tion, offered him the professorship of surgery in that institution and the 
surgeoncy of the hospital. Accordingly, in May, 1840, he was elected 
and seated in those chairs, which, fortunately for the pupils and pa- 
tients of those institutions, he still retains, 
first year after settling in London his professional receipts were under 
£100, but, after Mr. Liston’s death, his practice increased, and at the 
present time quite equals, if it does not exceed, any which he 
would have ised in the highest walks of the legal profession, for 
which, we understand, he was originally intended. Few men have 
risen with such extraordinary rapidity in the surgical profession as 
the subject of this notice. In 1861 he was elected a member of the 
council of the Royal College of Surgeons, having displaced Mr. 


Cesar Hawkins, the serjeant-surgeon to her Majesty, and twice |

On the other hand, the 

animal known, in contradistinction 

to these, as the right whale (the 

Balena mysticetus of zoologists), 

though inferior to the finners in 

length, far exceeds them in bulk, 

and yields large quantities of oil 

and whalebone of the finest quality ; 

hence, for more than two centuries, 

it has been the object of a ceaseless 

warfare, carried on chiefly by 

the English, Dutch, and Danish 

whalers, and which has now 

brought the species to the verge of 

extinction. The icy seas between 

Spitzbergen and Greenland and 

the northern parts of Baflin’s buy 

are the chief haunts of this 

remarkable animal. Notwithstand- 

ing the immense numbers that have 

been slaughtered for their market- 

able products, its anatomical 

structure was, until within a few 

years, almost unknown to men of 

science, and no entire skeleton had 

ever been sent to this country. To 

supply this important desideratum 

the Council of the Koyal College of 

Surgeons availed themselves of 

the opportunity of purchasing 

though Professor Reinhardt, of 

Copenhagen (the joint author with 

the late Professor Eschricht of a 

valuable memoir on the osteology 

of this species of whale), a fine 

skeleton of a full-grown animal 

captured at the Danish settlement 

of Holsteinsborg, in South Green- 

land, in the winter of 1861-2, From 

Greenland the bones were shipped 

to Copenhagen, in the autumn of 

1863, and thence transmitted to 

London in the following spring. 

When they arrived they were 

found in a perfect condition, 

but much time and labour were 

required to render them free 

from oil and fit for exhibition in 

the museum, This has now been 

accomplished; and the skeleton, 

mounted upon six iron columns, 

is a striking object on entering the 

first of the two principal saloons, One of the most characteristic 

features of this kind of whale, which especially distinguishes it from 

finbacks, is the extraordinary size of the head: the weight of the skull 

exceeds that of all the remaining bones of the skeleton put together- 

being 1 ton 8cwt. 58lb. The entire bony framework of this 

colossal animal weighs 2 tons 8cwt.73lb, The length is 46ft., 

of which the head occupies fully 17ft. The baleen, or “ whalebone,” 

as it is commonly called, not being true bone, forms no part of the 

skeleton, but consists of numerous horny plates which grow from the 

palate in place of teeth, and hang down on each side of the mouth, 

serving to strain off the water from the small, soft, jelly-like marine 
animals which constitute the food of the right whales, 

It is well known to our readers that the Museum of the Royal 

College of Surgeons, situated in Lincoln’s-inn-fields, originated in

THIs — <9 physician is one 
of the worthiest representatives of 
practical beneficent medicine; for 
none, probably, since Jenner has 
conferred so great a boon on man- 
kind as has the discoverer of chlo- 
roform. It will be acknowledged 
that the high token of Royal 
favour he has received, with an 
immense share of public esteem, is 
not too great a reward for the man 
whose discovery could annihilate 
the agonies of difficult parturition, 
disarm the surgeon’s knife of its 
terrors, and save hundreds of lives 
by the prevention of shock and 
suffering in long and difficult ope- 
rations, which, without chloroform, 
would never have become an ordi- 
nary part of safe and legitimate 
surgical procedure, The baronetcy 
now conferred on this gentleman, 
it may also be remarked, is the first 
ever bestowed upon a Scotch pro- 
fessor or physician practising in 
Scotland. Sir James Simpson was 
born in 1811, at Bathgate, Linlith- 
gowshire. He was educated at the 
University of Edinburgh, where he 
took his degree of M.D., commencing 
his professional career as assistant 
to the late Profeesor Thomson. He 
was appointed, in 1840, Professor 
of Midwifery in the same Uni- 
versity; in 1849 he was elected 
President of the Edinburgh Royal 
College of Physicians; and in 1852 
President of the Medical Chirurgi- 
cal Society. His great discovery 
of the use of chloroform as an 
instrument of producing the 
anesthetic condition for painless 
operations in surgery and mid- 
wifery was made in 18i7. The 
use of ether for that purpose had 
previously been made known in the 
United States of America; but 
Dr. Simpson was not satisfied with 
ita effects in certain cases, and his 


subsequent investigations and ex- 
periments led to the substitution 
of chloroform. His reputation, 


both scientific and practical, is now 
European. The Empress of the 
French has availed herself of hia 
assistance. In 1853 he was elected,

GREAT FIRE IN OXFORD- 
STREET. 


A scENE of great confusion took 
place on the evening of Wednesda 
week, in Oxford-street, about half- 
ast seven o'clock, when a fire 
roke out on the premises of Messrs. 
Laurie and Marner, coach-builders, 
near the entrance to Hanover- 
square. In a few minutes the 
engines arrived from Wells-street, 
King-street, Baker-street, and other 
stations, as well as six or seven 
powerful steam fire-engines, and 
those of the parishes of St. Ann’s, 
Soho, and Marylebone. The turn- 
cocks belonging to the Grand Junc- 
tion Water Company quickly ar- 
rived, plugs were drawn both in 
Hanover-square and Oxford-street, 
and the water flew up almost as 
high as the first floor of the houses, 
both back and front. At this 
moment his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Sutherland, and the Hon. Captain 
Howard arrived. His Royal High- 
ness looked on with much admira- 
tion at the alacrity displayed by 
the firemen, who were assisted by 
the Duke of Sutherland, in getting 
the hose from the engines pro- 
perly connected, so as to enable 
them to get the water to bear upon 
the burning pile. By this time, 
however, the flames had taken com- 
plete possession of the back work- 
shops ; they had likewise enveloped 
the upper floors of the front pre- 
mises; and, as the flames shot 
forth, the whole of the western 
portion of the metropolis became 
rilliantly illuminated. This caused 
s0 many persons to assemble that 
it was deemed necessary to send to 
Scotland-yard for all the police 
that could be spared, who kept a 
clear space for the working of the 
engines ; but this was a work of no 
little difficulty. At midnight the 
fire was not entirely extinguished, 





danger of any further extension of the mischief was over, 
' saw to the Metropolitan Board of 
Works states that of the building, consistin; of four floors, each, 
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about 110 ft. in length by 80 ft., an upper floor, used as workshops, was 
burnt out, and the second floor damaged 4 fire and water, Tho lower 
floors were also damaged by water, and the stock by removal. The 
building and its contents were insured in the County, Westminster, 
Sun, Royal Exchange, and other offices.

THE earnest interest which all right-minded Englishmen must 
take in the great process of reconstruction now in progress in 
the United States, and the equally earnest hope which such 
men must feel for the complete success of that process, render 
it impossible for us to pass over, without observation, the very 
important “ pronunciation” which the last mails inform us has 
been made by the President. Mr. Johnson has declared him- 
self opposed to the concession of the suffrage to the negro. 
Although Mr, Johnson, like our own Premier, became the 
head of the State by an accident,and it may therefore be 
urged, as bas been said in regard to Earl Russell, that the 
nation is not bound to accept his political views, it is manifest 
that the chief of the great American Republic is the repre- 
sentative of the people, and postessea its confidence in a 
very large degree, His position was at first surrounded 
by unfavourable circumstances, not the least of which was 
the veneration with which most classes in the had 
learned to look upon his martyred predecessor; a ration

in a comparatively disadvantageous light, Bat the President, 


| by his wisdom and force of character, to which is added a 


diplomatic power whose revelation surprised the majority of 


| his countrymen, has triumphed over all difficulties save those 


which embarrass the solution of the grand national problem of 
reconstruction, With these he is gallantly combating, and is, 
as it seems to European students of his policy, breaking them 
down gradually but finally, Among them we are entitled to 


| place the antagonism of his Parliament, which was elected 


at a time when the general feeling of America was martial 
rather than conciliatory. It is not for Englishmen to 
impute blame to Senate or Congress because it faithfully 
expresses the sentiments which were nearly universal at the 
time of the elections ; but we may be permitted to hope that, 
under the judicious Government of Mr, Johnson, many of the 
leaders of party will have time to arrive at the conviction that 
they are representatives, and not delegates; and that it is a 
statesman’s duty to watch the signs of the times and to 


advance with them, not to remain a mere messenger, incessantly 
| 


delivering a message which has long been out of date, Those 


| who are opposing themselves to the head of the Republic, and 


are hindering the good work which the people desire to see him 


| accomplish, are, in many instances, not only able but con- 


| scientious men; and we, who are at a distance, 
|not at a 























but 
distance too great to permit us to enter 
into the feelings of the contesting parties, can per- 
fectly well understand the resolution of the Opposition 
that the victory over Southern policy shall be as complete as 
was the victory over Southern arms, But we may be permitted 
to recall many passages in our own Parliamentary history, and 
to doubt the wisdom of carrying principles to extremes, A 
well-devised compromise has been the key to the suceeas of 
most of our own State experiments, and we have had two or 
three crises at which that remedy has prepared the way for 
years of peace and prosperity. 

That President Johnson would, sooner or later, make the 
definite announcement that he would not concede the black 
franchise was tolerably certain, not only from what had become 
known to us of his views, but from the estimate which English- 
men had formed of his wisdom and knowledge of human nature, 
The only possible way in which such a concession could have 
been made tolerable to the majority of Americans was the 
imbuing the nation with the conviction that in no other con- 
ceivable manner could the conquest overslavery be completed, To 
produce this conviction has been the aim of the Negrophile party, 
which bas prudently abstained from endeavouring to convince the 
shrewd, educated, and energetic Republican that he was, socially 
and politically, no better than the ignorant, half-civilised, and 
indolent being who but the other day wasaslave. We have 
carefully examined the arguments which have been put forth 
in behalf of the black franchise, and we have remarked that 
in very few cases has the equality doctrine been seriously urged, 
and it has been reserved for certain extreme politicians on this 
side of the water to dwell upon the inherent virtue and good- 
ness of the coloured citizen, The common-sense of Americans, 
to say nothing of their instincts, revolted against the draping 
the negro inthe garb of the patriot, and respectfully asking the 
political opinions of one who until within the last two years 
never had any opinions at all, The opposition party wisely 
addresses itself to prove, if possible, that the black franchise is 
the only guarantee against the re-establishment of black slavery. 
It is obvious that the American people fail to see the cogency 
of this reasoning, and that the Republic believes that those who 
sent conquering armics like streams of fire through and through 
the Confederation have strength and wisdom enough to prevent 
the conquest from being rent away from them, and that this 
object may be achieved without rendering the representation 
of a mighty republic a laughing-stock in the eyes of civilisation, 
The people are with President Johnson. 

He has fairly brought the question to an issue, A deputation 
of coloured persons has attended him, and has duly emitted the 
sentences with which it had been primed, It had been taught to 
say that taxation involved the right of suffrage and representa- 
tion, The President preserved his gravity, and replied that, while 
he had always been the advocate of the negro, he did not believe 
that the negroes would be benefited by the franchise. It would 
breed, he said, a war of races, He added that the question 
was one for the people, and it will be observed that he did not 
say for Congress, which he does not consider to represent the 
mind of the people, as it now is, upon this topic. It was not 
for him to be tyrannical, and force the black mar among the 
electors against their will. The deputation having, in some of 
Mr. Carlyle’s “dim and inarticulate” ways, signified its dis- 
pleasure with Massa Johnson's answer, retired; and some- 
body has since published, in its name, 
troverting his opinions, This, apprehend, will not 
produce any appreciable change in the resolution of 
Andrew Johnson. We rather look, with hope, to the 
good serse and patriotism of the many distinguished men 
who can give an English reason for opposing the President and 
the people. The struggle may be prolonged, but the American 
Constitution, which has survived the dire struggle, now, thank 
God! at an end, will certainly prove adequate to the work of 
enabling a chief magistrate and a nation to carry out their 
united will, We would appeal to the Opposition to forego a 
contest in which the sense of the people, as well as common- 
sense, is against them, and to aid Mr, Johnson in his generous 
purpose of confirming the liberty of the negro without injuring 
the liberty of the white man,

Prince Alfred 
accompanied her Majesty across the Solent, and afterwards rejoined 
his ehip, the Racoon, lying in Cowes Roads.

COVENT-GARDEN THEATRE was saddenly closed on Saturday last, A 
meeting, it appears, was held in the theatre in the course of the day, 
attended by members of the management and other parties concerned, 
when it was resolved that this step should be instantly taken, and 
that a notice to that effect should be affixed to the doors. A great 
number of persons who came in the evening found that there was no 
performance. No explanation of this proceeding has been given; but 
it is said to have been caused by necessity, the funds of the “Royal 
Opera Company (Limited)” having been exhausted. The public 
require an account of the course of management which has led to this 
disastrous result. It is distressing to think of the multitude of poor 
people and their families thrown out of employment and bread by the 

sudden closing of a great theatre. 

Our only English opera house is now the New Royalty Theatre, in 
Dean-street. In this small but elegant house little English musical 
pieces are given in a very agreeable manner, and with considerable 
success, One of those pieces was produced on the same night that 
Covent Garden closed. It is called “ Sylvia; or, The Forest Flower.” 
The libretto is by Mr. Elliot Galer, and the music by Mr. Mallandaine, 
the composer of “Love's Limit,” which has had great success at 
the same house. The plot is simple in the extreme, turning on the 
romantic fortunes of a gipsy girl, who turns out to be the child of 
noble parents, and is eventually married to a gentleman of rank, 
captivated by her charms while in her humble station. There is too 
much dialogue for so slight a subject ; otherwise the piece is lively and 
pleasant. Mr. Mallandaine’s music is an improvement on that of 
“ Love's Limit:” it is flowing, melodious, and graceful. This piece 
is well performed, the principal characters being sustained by Mdme. 
@’ Este Finlayson, Miss Fanny Reeves, Mr. Eliiot Galer, Mr. Connell, 
Mr. Hayes, Mr. Bentley, and Miss Lascelles, It was warmly ap- 
plauded by a crowded audience. 

In the report of the last annual meeting of the benevolent fund of 
the Facred Harmonic Society we find a characteristic trait of one of 
our most accomplished female artists :— 

Mr. D. Hill, treasurer, presented his balance-sheet, 
eo doing, took occasion to refer particularly to the generous donation of Mdme. 

He read to the meeting a letter from that benevolent and dis- 
tinguished artist stating that part of the proceeds of a concert given by her 
for the Sheffield Inundation Fund had been returned in consequence of that 
fund exceeding the claims to be met. The sum of £1446, so returned ha 
been diepoeed of by her (Mdme. Sainton-Dolby) by appropriating £50 to the 
Royal Society of Musicians, £50 as above stated, and the remainder (£414 6s.) 
to the Artista’ Benevolent Fund.

musician now living. In elegance, polished smoothness of the ver 
and their exquisite adaptation to the music, the English version of 
the original German words could not be excelled. 

A young artist of singular merit—Tito Mattei, pianist to the Kinz 
of Italy—is now on & visit to thia country, and has been delightir 
the musical public by playing his own compositions for t the lene.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

ANYONE who professes to deal with the proceedings of Parliament in 
the last six or eight days, from a note and comment point of view, 
must be embarrassed, not perhaps with riches, but with matter quite in 
amass, The infusion of new blood (not necessarily young, for mach 
of the new blood, judging by the greater prevalence than ever of bald 
and grey heads and the immunities from Committee-work on the 
ground of being over sixty, must be old) into the Commons has given 
an impetus to that assembly, and it has shown working tendencies 
more marked than one remembers for the last four years at least. A 
harder fortnight’s work was, probably, never set down in the chronicles 
of the first two weeks of a Session, Three special subjects have been 
apparent in the debates—the Cattle Plague, Suspension of the Habeas 
Corpus Act in Ireland, and Parliamentary Reform. 

Upon the bills which are to stamp ont, as the phrase goes, the 
cattle disease, more nervous energy has been expended than would 
have sufficed to carry out the whole legislatorial work of a Session, say 
in 1860, about which time a sort of political mesmerism began to be 
exercised on the Parliament. All classes of members—agricultural, 
urban, and notably scientific politicians— have cast themselves eagerly 
into the discussions, and it was, perhaps, for that reason that they have 
been so utterly inegular and confused, and that the bills have, night 
after night, presented such a jagged, ragged appearance ; at the time 
when, from mereexhaustion, gentlemen ceased from tugging or nibbling 
at them, according to their capabilities. Speed was proclaimed as the 
first principle which was to be applied to legisiation on the et 
and, —y~y @ process was set about which reminded one of the 
horseman in Robert Browning’s poem headed “The Messenger that 
Brought the News to Aix,” who, in order to lighten his horse, stripped 
off one by one all his equipments, and then every article of clothing 
which might have any weight, and so presented himself on his arriva 
in the airiest and most abridged costume. First, clause after clause 
was cut out or postponed ; then the Government bill was cut in two; 
and, when that made its escape, in a shocking state of mutilation, the 
House fell on the rival measure of Mr. Ward Hunt, and so tossed, 
and tumbled, and mauled it that it became a shspeless mass, and so 
continued up 'to this present writing. Some episodical incidents 
may have been witnessed during the discussion, in which, as 
has been said, every sort of member mingled. Thus Mr. Bright, 
who seems to have appointed himself arbitrator-general of the 
House, argued the case of cattle as eagerly and earnestly as if 
his theme had been the wrongs of the Jamaica negroes ; and he even 
grew hot, and fumed, and then bantered in a deadly-lively way, his 
humour being more drying-up to the sympathies than his invective. 
Once in this vein he fell foul of Mr. Gladstone and sneered at him, 
truth to say, with a touch of verity, for caring more for a penny stamp 
in his Budgets than for millions of local taxation which do not 
magnify or adorn his financial speeches. Mr. Gladstone didnot resent 
this then ; but smiled, and bowed, and said half-humorons things, as 
his manner now is, and even accepted a suggestion of Mr. Bright with 
regard to lowering the rate of compensation for slaughtered cattle ; 
but there lurked about his eye an expression which indicated that he 
would not forget the taunt, and on another occasion he showed that he 
had remembered it. Other members distinguished themselves in these 
discussions, each in his own fashion; as, for instance, when by 
characteristic slowness of speech Sir Francis Crossley contrived to 
convey to the Honse an idea that he had been afllicted with the 
rinderpest in his own person, and when with enchanting candour Mr. 
Ayrton professed not to have understood certain principles which had 
been laid down by Mr, Stuart Mill. On this the scientific politician 
rose, and endeavoured to elucidate down to Mr. Ayrton’s self-stated 
level ; whereupon up sprang Mr. Lowe, literally and physically under 
Mr, Mill’s nose, and told him, in words, that he was too clever for the 
House; while the expression of Mr. Lowe’s own face indicated with 
palpable plainness that he was, in his mind—putting the philosophic 
political economist as a member of Parliament—nowhere. But the 
man Mill instantly sprang up to assert the philosopher Mill; and, in a 
burst of vigorous retort, he proved to Mr, Lowe that he could talk in 
other strain than the language of the abstract instructor. As a whole, 
considering the nature of the subject, it is remarkable how the House 
has seemed to enjoy the discussions on the cattle plague ; and by the 
protracting of them proves how loth it is to part with it. 

A proposal to suspend the Habeas Corpus Act may well be supposed 
calculated to curdle the blood of a Constitutional Parliament ; and it 
ought to have been no matter of surprise if, when the Government 
suddenly announced that they were about to propose such a deed, one 
concentrated patriotic shriek of horror should have echoed through 
the chamber of the representatives of the ple. Nothing of 
the sort occurred: everyone took it very coolly, and probably the 
thought uppermost in everyone’s mind was the oddity of a Satur- 
day sitting in the beginning of February. Nevertheless, a host 
of members came down; it may be with something of the feeling 
of curiosity with which people used to go to see Blondin, or any 
other exhibition which is not necessarily agreeable, because it is 
exciting. As the Lords were not to meet to do their spiriting with 
the bill until, as it was calculated, the Commons would have done 
with it, many peers came to see the operation performed in the Lower 
House ; and peering from behind the clock in front of the gallery sat 
“ aloft in awiul state” the Prime Minister of England, who has the 
satisfaction for the second time in his political career of being the 
chief responsible agent in the suspension of a vital part of that Consti- 
tution on which he is so constant and so monthy alecturer. He stayed, 
half-concealed from sight, until Mr. Bright, in the fall swing of his 
magnificent oration, was dwelling with so much force on the want of 
stateemanship which public men and ministries had displayed for the 
last thirty years in dealing with Ireland; when there was a sudden 
and rapid evasion and disappearance of Earl Russell, In this 
debate, if its occasion was grave and its import high, it is mere justice 
to say that those who took part in it rose to its level. Seldom, if ever, 
have the chief men of Parliament displayed their qualities more 
pronouncedly and more successfully. Of Mr. Bright it may be said 
that he ran up and down his whole scale of oratory ; Mr. Disraeli, 
faving a slight error in judgment in snapping at the repeal last year 
of an obsolete Act, which he without warrant affirmed might have 
rendered the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act unnecessary, wore 
his full-dress oratorical suit; Mr. Roebuck suited expression of face, 
gesture, and voice exactly to his language, so that he produced the 
very verjuice of eloquence ; Mr. Horsman was evidently charged with 
a speech brimfull of his familiar characteristics ; but, as one of these 
is a tendency to prodigious prolixity, the House, which meant business 
and dispatch, got frightened, and pooh-poohed him so that he had no 
time to develop more than the first section of his oration, and so was a 
comparative iailure; Mr. Dillon and Mr. Moore, members for 
Tipperary, proved that there are reasonable men, and even very quiet, 
subdued men, in that normally turbulent county of Ireland; Mr. 
Stuart Mill was positively snubbed by a considerable portion of the 
House, which palpably seemed inclined to suggest to him that in 
that assembly the least effectual way of gaining favour is by speaking 
too often; Sir John Gray, a new Irish member, was vociferous and 
vehement in his denunciations of Fenianism, which has put him 
to certain law charges; and The O'Donoghue, who was in a position 
of delicacy and difficulty, managed, with admirable tact and taste, to 
steer safely through it. The speech of Mr. Gladstone was, in a 
manner, grand; certainly high-sounding, lofty, and leaving nothing 
which the most vigilant critic could seize upon; and it was notable 
for the first attempt the leader of the House has made to intimate to 
Mr. Bright that he is not disposed to cede his free-will to any self- 
erected assessor of the Government. Itis remarkable that whereas it 
took more than a week, all speed being used, to enable the Executive 
to obtain Constitutional authority for slaughtering a diseased bullock, 
exactly twelve hours were consumed in a partial suspension of the 
Constitution itself, 

On Tuesday the question of Parliamentary Reform was submitted to 
the test, we will not say of opinion, but of indication of opinion, 
in the House of Commons; and, truth to say, it seemed to 
have got much into the condition of a reel in a bottle. Mr. Clay 
launched his plan of an educational franchise in a speech which was 
at once clear, business-like, and sympathetic, bespeaking for the con- 
sideration of his pro ention and a seriousness which in 
itself it most unque ed, even from members of t! 
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reform in general out of the Hovze. It was probably only for the 
purpoee of baving an opportunity of jesting in diluted slang at abstract 
reform that Mr. Gregory seconded the motion for leave to introduce a 
bill for setting up an educational franchise. When he had done his 
utmoet to give a tone cf ridicule to the discussion, there was a long 

ause, as if no one was inclined te meddle with the subject, it being 
just doubtful whether if anyone poked fun at it he might not repent 
it some day, while there were obvious reasons for no one’s com- 
mitting himself seriously to any opinion. But Lord Elcho, who last 
year, ina speech which he made on reform, caused a good deal of 
Coghtee—aed by his own humour, but by some droll documents 
which he read—took up the running and tried to be comic, but only 
illustrated the difference which has been laid down between “ wit ” 
and “wut;” while Mr. Horsman was really jocose, though in a 
manner peculiar to his temperament, wringing his fun out of the 
discomfort of others whom he personally roasted, especial reference 
being had to Mr. Bright, who did not flinch ; though, if expressions of 
countenance could have killed, Mr. Horsman would the next day have 
been within the jurisdiction of the coroner for the precinct of 
Westminster. Even Mr. Gladstone managed, in the concluding 
words of his brief speech, to cause the first set discussion on Parlia- 
mentary Reform to conclude amidst a burst of laughter. 








IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS.—SATURDAY. 
The House met at four o'clock. There was a large attendance of peers. 


THE CATTLE DISEASES BILL. 

The Clerk of the Parliaments (Sir J. Shaw Lefevre) acquainted the House 
that the Commons had agreed to a bill for the prevention of diseases amongst 
cattle, and that they prayed for their Lordships’ assent thereto. 

‘The Earl of Bessborough then moved that the bill be read a first time. 

The motion was agreed to, and the bill was ordered to be read a second time 
on Monday. 

SUSPENSION OF THE HABEAS CORPUS ACT IN IRELAND. 

At half-past four o'clock Sir G. Grey brought up the bill, which had just 
passed the House of Commons, for the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act 
in Ireland. 

Fer! Russell moved its first reading, which was agreed to, and immediately 
afterwards it was brought to its second s The noble Lord then pro- 
ceeded to make a statement of the reasons which induced the Government to 
take this step, and in doing so went over precisely the same ground as Sir G. 
Grey in the Lower House. Towards the close of his address he remarked that 
it had been made a kind of reproach that the Government simply proposed a 
measure of coercion unaccompanied by any remedial measures, For his own 
part, he considered that the maintenance of law and the restoration @ peace 
in Ireland, the aseurance that every man might enjoy the fruits of his indus- 
try, and that he may reap the reward of his labours without risk of having 
his property seized and confiscated by rebels, was itaelf a remedial measure, 
and not to be counted one of small value in promoting the prosperity of the 
country. The present time, however, was not the one for discussing remedies. 
There were many occasions when such a general topic might be fairly con- 
sidered. The immediate subject, however, was clear as day. It was obvious 
that the passing of the present measure was essential to the preservation of 
the peace of Ireland and to the maintenance of authority there. For these 
zeasons, he asked the House to assent to the second reading. 

The Earl of Derby said that the subject they had to consider was one of a 
peramount necessity. He d the Government being called on spe- 
cifically to vindicate the course which they were now taking on their own 
responsibility, and should therefore abstain from entering into any discussion 
as to the circumstances which led to or encouraged Fenianism. He must, 
however, say that he could not agree with the statement that the present con- 
spiracy was of new origin, and dated only from the American war, but for 
which it was not likely it would ever bave been heard of. That point, how- 
ever, he would not discuss. He trusted the House would unanimously agree 
to the measure. 

The bill was then read a second and a third time, and passed. 

The House was then adjourned until eleven o'clock at night. 

The Commission giving the Royal assent did not arrive, however, till nearly 
one o'clock on Sunday morning, when, after the usual formalities, the bill was 
éeciared law.

SUSPENSION OF THE HABEAS CORPUS ACT IN IRELAND. 
fir G. Grey, in a crowded House, moved for leave to bring in a bill to sus- 
pend, for a limited period, the Habeas Corpus Act in Ireland. He stated that 
the power which the Government asked from Parliament was one which no 
Administration should ask lightly and without a deep sense of its necessity ; 
and it was only a deep conviction that they had exhausted all the ordinary 
means which induced the Executive to require to be trusted with extraordinary 
authority to put down a wide-spread and dangerous conspiracy, which had 
aseumed an extent and organisation that could not have been supposed to exist 
a short time ago, and this was the reason which induced the Government to delay 
taking on themselves the responsibility they were now prepared to assume. One 
canse of the extension of Fenianism had arisen out of the ceseation of the 
civil war in America, which had set free a number of Irishmen in that country, 
to get up an aseociation, and to raise men and money for the purpose of ex- 
citing rebellion in Ireland, and their avowed object was the separation of that 
country from England, The Government had, though watching carefully the 
developmert of the conspiracy, waited until they had obtained full proof of 
the existence and objects of the Fenian organization, in order to strike a blow 
which would be effectual in suppressing it. Accordingly, on the 16th of 
September, the newspaper called Zhe Jrish People was seized, and proved 
leaders of the conspiracy arrested. Having stated the substance of documents 
emanating from Stephens, the head centre, urging that the moment for 
establishing the Irish Republic had arrived, prescribing a military organisa- 
tion, and stating his possession of a certain amount of arms, he proceeded to 
give a history of the state trials, and argued that the result was that every 
conviction was admitted to be just and borne out by evidence He added that 
it wes hoped they would have had the desired effect of deterring the con- 
spirators; so far from that, they had risen into greater entirety; large 
some of money were known to be in the possession of Fenian agents ; the 
Irish People had been ostentatiously republished in America ; emissaries —Irish 
men returning from America—furnished with money and arms, were known 
to be dispersed in large numbers all over Ireland; proclamations signed by 
“The Vigilance Committee’ had been issued calling on the Irish people to be 
in a state of preparation—to obtain, but to keep concealed, arms ; and stating 
that coon the period for using them would arrive, for the purpose of erecting 
Ireland into a republic; and speaking contemptuously of the power of 
England to resist. This, however ludicrons it might sound, was calculated to 
have an injurious effect on an excitable people, while the result of a struggle 
with England could only be disastrous and fatal to those who were deluded 
by the hopes thus held out. Attempts had been made to seduce the soldiers o 
our Army from their allegiance ; but he believed that, as a body or as regi- 
ments, such attempts would utterly fail. Still, the temptations held ont to 
individual soldiers might, and in a few instances did, have the effect o 
causing them to falter in their duty. It might be asked why the agents 
of these traitorous attempts had not been arrested under the ordinary 
law ; but it had been found impossible to procure legal evidence against men 
known to be euch agents. Representations had been made by gentiemen in 
Ireland that means should be taken for the security of the country, and on the 
representation of the General commanding, reinforcements of troops had been 
sent over; but the statement that only English and Scotch regiments had 
been sent, and none that contained Irish soldiers, was untrue, for in no 
instance bad a regiment been sert but in the regular order for service. Dis- 
tricts in Ireland had been proclaimed, arrests effected, and search for arms 
succesefully made, The Government had no other power than stationing 
troops for the purpose of putting down risings and arresting proved leaders of 
the conspiracy. But daily fresh arrivals of Fenian agents were taking place. 
The Lerd Lieutenant bad for some time contemplated the necessity of extra- 
ordinary measures to meet the emergency, but he had delayed as long as 
poesible swerving from the ordinary course of law. At length, in con- 
formity with the opinion of the Secretary, the Lord Chancellor, and the 
y-General for Ireland, and acting also on his own, he had thought 
bis duty to ask of the Cabinet the extreme measure of suspending 
the Habeas Corpus Act. It appeared that the Fenian agents were taking 
plans of detached forts and barracks, with the object of attacking those 
places, It was stated by Lord Wodehouse that large mumbcrs of men 
with no visible means of livelihood were to be seen lounging about 
the streeta of Dublin and other cities, while the most dangerous feature of the 
egency alluded to was the attempts which were being made to seduces the 
troops; and he added that withovt extraordinary powers he could not be re- 
sponsible for the safety and peace of the country, but with special means he 
believed it would be possible for him to act with effect. These representations 
being laid before the Cabinet, the Government had at once resolved to accede 
to the requisition and to ask Parliament to give them powers to arrest a con- 
spiracy the object of which was to detach Ireland from the British dominion 
and sffliate her to a foreign country. He asked the House, after what he had 
stated, and judging by its own knowledge, to confer on the Executive the 
power which was asked, and also that they shonld do so without the lesst 
¥. The bill would be limited to the Ist of September, which would give 
ament the opportunity of jndging whether it should be continued beyond 
that ornot. He stated the object of the bill to be toenable the Lord Lieutenant 
1 the authorities of Ireland to arrest such persons as they might suspect of 
piracy against the crown and dignity of her Majesty. 
fr. Disraeli obrerved that the euspension of the most precio 
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that course. Brt he rather inclined to question the conduct of the Govern- 
ment in not having acted earlier with more vigour in relation to the state of 
things in Ireland. An Act of George I1I., which was repealed last Session, 
would have enabled the Government legally to arrest all vagrant persons 
having no visible means of subsistence, and to prevent the dangers which now 
existed ; and as the Government must have been well aware of the existence 
of the Fenian conspiracy, they ought not negligently to have allowed that Act 
to be repealed. But, looking to the present state of affairs, he could not hesi- 
tate as to what it was his duty to do, and he should act as he had done in 1818, 
when, by an unhappy coincidence, the same Prime Minister who was now in 
office had to propose to Parliament the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act. 
He was of opinion that the present disturbed state of Ireland was not caused 
by internal causes, either agrarian or religious, or by the ordinary political 
passions which excite the people of a free country; but it was an attack on 
the Throne of England and the greatnessef her empire. He could not hesitate 
to give a complete support to the propesition of the Government, for no one 
could doubt that the statement on which the Administration based that pro- 
position was authentic and unquestionable. He hoped the House would 
unanimously assent to the requisition of the Government, and would coupie 
with that the utmost promptitude of action. 

Mr. Bright expressed a desire that something should be said to mitigate the 
barshness of the proceeding which the Government felt compelled to take. 
He stated that he had never yet risen to address the House with a greater sense 
of shame, humiliation, and anxiety, when the House was asked to take away 
the precious privilege of personal liberty from a large portion of the people of 
the realm. He did not believe that the case had been overstated, for he be- 
lieved that if the majority of the people of Ireland had their will, and could 
unmoor that island from its present foundations in the deep and remove it 
2000 miles to the west, or could by any means remove it from the rule, not of 
the Crown of the United Kingdom, but from that of the Imperial Parliament, 
they would do so. Having discussed the question of the chronic state of 
insurrection of Ireland, and commented on the effects of the sixty odd years 
of the rule of the Imperial Parliament over that country, and the principal 
measures which had been passed by that body for Ireland, he argued that all 
the measures of alleged concession to Ireland were, in fact, passed cither in 
the face of the danger of civil war or of universal famine in that country ; and 
beyond that the Imperial Parliament had done nothing for Ireland, while she 
had been often treated with contempt and derision. He did not blame the 
Government for the aet they now proposed, nor did he deny that there was 
cause for it; but what he contended was that all the statesmanship exercised 
in Ireland was that of repression: and although doubtless there had been a 
better administration of that country, and never more so than now, there had 
never been anything like what history conld call statesmanship shown in 
dealing with that country ; and he contended that so long as Ireland was sub- 
jected to the legislation which had prevailed—thongh insurrections might be 
put down by the strong hand—nothing could be done to make Ireland loyal 
but legislation in the right direction. He should not oppose the proposition 
of the Government, believing that it might perhaps be the most mercifal 
course to pursue under the immediate circumstances. 

Mr. Roebuck inquired why Mr. Bright's speech was male—whcether for the 
purpose of smoothing the difficulties of the moment or conciliating Irelan4, or 
was it for the purpose of mischief? He admitted that Ireland for ages was 
misruled, but for the last thirty years Parliament had carefully listened to all 
her requirements ; and Mr. Bright had not signified one thing which ought te 
have been done which had not been done—contending that the people of 
Ireland enjoyed every right and privilege possessed by those of England. He 
urged that one of the main causes of discontent in Ireland was, that until 
lately the Roman Catholic clergy had been preaching sedition ; he argued that 
the setting up of nationality was an evil to Ireland; that if she was left to 
herself she would present the most wretched spectacle of civil war and anarchy 
the world ever saw; and he expressed a desire that some one should state 
specifically what was to be done with regard to that conntry; and if the 
House refused to do it, he would say Mr. Bright was right. As to the preseat 
bill, the sooner it was passed the better. 

Mr. Horsman characterised Mr. Bright's speech as an inopportuno inter- 
position at a critical moment of the address he meant to make in the Irish 
debate of last week. He did not know whether that gentleman's sympathies 
were with the Government or the Fenians, but at any rate it would be of 
great value to that body, carrying out as it did his principle of always being 
on the part of those who were in concert with the enemies of England. He 
contended that in modern times Ireland could not complain of misgovern- 
ment, or being placed by Parliament in an inferior position to the reat of the 
kingdom. 

Mr. Dillon, as an avowed opponent of Fenianism, expressed his doubt of its 
extent and powers of mischief; but whatever powers it possessed aros 
from the disaffection springing out of the misgovernment of Ireland. He 
oppored the bill. 

Mr. J. S. Mill agreed with Mr. Bright that this was an occasion for shame 
and humiliation ; and, while admitting that England had repented of the 
national sin of injustice to Ireland, urged that she had not gone further in 
the change than benevolent good intentions. Ie argued that the delusion 
which bad for some time prevailed, that Ireland was no longer the difficulty 
of Fngland, was now utterly dispelled. He, however, admitted that the 
Government, who were not responsible for centuries cf misgovernment of 
Ireland, were justified in asking for the powers which they demanded. 

After observations from Mr. Moore and Mr. Conolly. Sir J. Gray characterised 
Mr. Roebuck’'s speech as one favonrable to Fenianism, an organization witk 
which he had no sympathy, banded as it was against all order, property, and 
life in Ireland, and denounced as it was by the whole Roman Catholic clergy. 

The O'Donoghue stated that what he asked for Ireland, he asked without 
reference to anything that the Fenians might think ; but he was sure that, 
if what he asked was obtained, they would be satisfied. If the House was 
resolved to support the Government in their intention of giving despotic 
power to the bewildered and nervous inmates of Dublin Cas‘le, nothing he 
could do would prevent it; but he protested against the adoption of coercion 
as the only efficient means of meting the emergency, and said it was his duty 
as a representative Irishman to vote against the proposed measure. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, referring to Mr. Disraeli’s stricture on 
the Government in allowing an Act of George III. to be repealed which would 
have enabled persons like the Fenian emlasar.es to be arrested, pointed out 
that that Act could not have been so applied, and no person could have beoan 
more than momentarily detained under its provisions, While eulogising the 
brilliancy and sincerity of Mr. Bright's speech, he had listened to it with 
pain, es, although containing much truth, it was inopportune, and containod 
a fallacy when it asserted that the Government was dealing with the Irish 
people proper; whereas, by her representatives in the House, Fenianism was 
repudiated, and deserved condemnation and repression. He expressed his gra- 
titude to the Opposition for the manner in which they had signified by their 
support their belief that the Government had not tdken lightly and without 
the strongest reasons so exceptional a course as that which was proposed by 
the bill; and, referring to Mr. Bright's request for some words of sympathy 
to Ireland, he said that they would not be wanting at the proper moment; 
but on that day the Government had one solemn duty—that of maintaining 
the blessings of peace and order in Ireland, and to that duty for the day they 
confined themselves, 

On ther ion being put one dissentient voice was heard, anda division was 
called and taken, when the motion was carried by 364 to 6. 

T ill was then broug up and read a first and a second time, paased

MR. HUNT'S CATTLE PLAGUE BILL. 

The House having gone into Committee on the Cattle Plague Bill, which 
relates principally to the movement of cattle, Mr. Ward Hunt explained that 
his object had been to endeavour to establish a code that would be sufficiently 
elastic to apply to every county in Great Britain. The bill would absolutely 
prohibit, with slight exceptions, the movement of cattle on all highways, 
railways, rivers, and canals, up to the 25th of March next. From that date it 
would be necessary to relax the restrictions upon the movement of cattle. | 

The various clauses were then discussed, and those relating to a special 
cattle police were postponed, as was also the one which ordered parish 

langhter-honses to be provided. 

, Which prohibits absolutely the movemont of cattle, a desultory 

ion arose, Eventually it was agreed to, Mr. Hunt consenting to limit 

a operation to the 2/th of March, leaving the Government power to continue 
t by Order in Council. 

On clause 13, which provides for the movement of cattle on farms, it was 

rreed that they should be allowed to go over any highway for a distance of 

) yards without a license, On the motion of Mr. Bovill, a proposal to allow 
a greater distance to be travelled with a license was agreed to by a majority 
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of 146 to 83 votes. This distance, on the suggestion of Lord Cranbourne, was 
limited to two miles. 

On clause 16 a permission was inserted whereby sound beasts intended for 
immediate slaughter might be removed to the slaughter-house any distance 
not exceeding six miles. 

The further clauses, with verbal amendment:, up to number 27, were agreed 
to, and progress was reported. 

The Attorney-General for Ireland, in reply to Mr. Gregory, said a bill 
relating to the cattle plague as regarded Ireland had been prepared, and was 
under consideration by the authorities in that country.

THE QUEEN'S MESSAGES. 

The Clerk at the table read the Queen's Messages with respect to suitable 
provisions proposed to be made for her Reyal Highness Princess Helena, on 
her coming marriage with Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein; and 
for his Royal Highness Prince Alfred, on his coming ‘a age. After the 
reading of the Mesenges, the House declared, through the Lord Chancellor, 
that it would with cheerful alacrity consider these Messages emanating from 














her Majesty, and that it always desired to co-operate with her in all matters 
for the advancement of the Royal intcrests. 
SALE OF LAND BY AUCTION BILL. 

Lord St. Leonards moved that the House should go into Committee on this 
bill, which was brought in for the better regulation of sales by anction of land, 
and for the correction of present abuses. The learned Lord said that, while 
the bill did not interfere with bona fide sales of real estate, it would effectually 


protect the purchaser from all fraud on the part of the ewner or the anctioneer 
conduoting any sale. The noble Lord also explained at great length the 
action and intent of several clauses of the bill, 

Lord Romilly thought that the bill did not go far enough, and oncht to 
extend to personal estate. Nobody could doubt the importance of the matter ; 
but he was at a loss to conceive w hy the noble Lord (Ss. Leonards) should 
confine his bill to landed estate alone, when ships, machinery, reversionary 
ttocks, &c., were continually sold. He was sorry to find that these were to 
remain in precisely the same condition as before. Owners generally employed 
an agent at rales of landed estate, and these agents were supposed to bid 
honourably, and to have no personal interest in the matter, although he feared 
this was by no means the case. He was desirous of ng the noble Lord 
opposite to postpone bis bill in Committee, in order ut the cases he had 
referred to, and other important ones, too, might be met by provisions in an 
amended bill. Nothing certainly should be left to the auctioneer that the 
owner could really do withont ; he should be left completely free. 

Their Lordships hay ing gone into Committee on th's bill, a lengthened 
discussion ensued, The result was that the House resumed, upon the under- 
standing that the bill would be recommitted, for the purpose of carrying out 
some suggestions of Lord Romilly. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Tuurspay. 

The London Traffic Bill was read a second timo, and, upon 
motion of Mr. Ayrton, referred to a Select Committee, the House generally 
concurring in the necossity of the Legislature doing something to improve 
the arrangements under which the enormous traffic of the metropolis was 
carried on.

Mr. Cowper, in reply to Mr. John Locke, said that Govermont intended to 
introduce a measure to amend the law relating to weights and measures. 

Mr. Buxton asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies whether he had 
Teason to believe thet the alleged official report of Mr. Gordon's trial, which 
had been published in England, might be received as an authentic oopy of the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Cardwell said the authentic report had been sent to Sir I. Stork to 
form part of the proceedings.

THE ROYAL MESSAGES.—PROVISION FOR PRINCESS HELENA AND 
PRINCE ALFRED. 

The House went into Committee on the Royal Messages in reference to pro- 
vision being made for Princess Helena on the occasion of her marriage, and 
for Prince Alfred on his attaining his majority. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, after referring to the rules and con- 
siderations in reference to the provision for the Severeign, said the provision 
did not include, and could not include,that which related to the members of 
the Royal family as they came to an adult age, and went out into 
the world, It therefore devolved upon Parliament to consider what 
course in each case it might be suitable to take. They had first 
the case of Princess Helena, and secondly that of Prince Alfred, before 
them to-night. It must give them a cheerful satisfaction in the performance of 
these duties to consider that the lives of the children of the Royal house had 
been so full of promise, so full of all that gave grace to and excited confident 
expectations for their future lives. The Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
referred in feeling terms to the position occupied by Princess Helena at a time 
when one of the greatest trials of haman existence had befallen her Majesty ; 
and concluded by moving that the following sums be taken from the Con- 
solidated Fund—viz., a dower of £30,000 and a grant of £6000 a year to her 
~~ Highness Princess He!ena, and the annual sum of £15,009 to be grauted 

ner Majesty for settlement on his Royal Highness Prince Alfred for life, in 
such manner as her Majesty shall think proper. 

Mr. Disraeli characterised the proposition of her Majesty’s Ministers as well- 
considered and judicious. 

After some remarks from Mr. Bouverie and Sir G. Bowyer, the resolutions 
were agreed to, and the House resumed. 


MONUMENT TO LORD PALMERSTON, 

The House again went into Committee, when the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer breught forward the motion of which he had given notice 
praying that her Majesty would give directions that a monument be 
erected in St, Peter’s, Weetminster, to the memory of Viscount Palmerston. 
The right hon. gentleman then proceeded to pass an eloquent eulogium upon 
the late noble Viscount, and concluded by observing that the most amiable 
quality to reflect upon was the inability of the noble Lord to retain anger. 
It was agreeable to dwell upon qualities which not only made him an example 
to others, but would ever live in the admiration and affection of the Legis- 
lature and posterity. He then formally moved his resolution. 

Mr. Disraeli said that he could not allow such an occasion to pass in silence 
on his side of the House. The vote just proposed was acquiesced in by him 
and his colleagues with the warmest sympathy. They ali agreed that the 
country ought to ate the memory of a Minister who combined in his 
own person the two great qualities that made a statesman—viz., energy and 
experience. He trusted that the time would never arrive when the love of 
fame would cease to be the aim of public life. He cordially coincided with 
the p eal for a testimonial to a man who had commanded both their 
admiration and their love. 

Mr. Beresford Hope trusted that the monumont about to be erected to the 
memory of that great man would be worthy of the name it was intended to 
bear and of the noble pile in which it was to be placed—not like those fantastic 
and discreditable specimens of ornamental architecture which had so dis- 
figured Westminster Abbey and were an eyesore in that venerable building. 

Sir John Pakington hoped there would be no delay in erecting the monument, 

The motion for the reception of the Message of her Majesty and the vote for 
the monument were then pat, and carried unanimously. 

JAMAICA, 

On the order of the day for the second reading of this bill, 

Sir J. Pakington said he did not intend to oppose it; at ‘the same time, he 
thought it was taking a retrograde movement. The state of Jamaica had 
been ‘complete]} y changed by the policy which had been adopted towards her 
by this country during the last thirty years; and, without expressing an 
opinion as to whether that policy was expedient or wise, its effect had 
been anything but beneficial to Jamaica. When the emancipation 

was carried there was a strong party feeling in the country, and he 
believed that it Sir G. Grey, who was at that time a member of the House, 
were to look back at the events that had taken place since then, he would not 
feel gratified at the part he took in passing that measure. The Constitution 
of that country was the same as that of Great Britain; but it was now pro- 
posed to abolish it, as it was not considered suited to Jamaica. The Jamaica 

authorities had acknowledged that fact, and had voluntarily resigned their 
powers, He should therefore give his cordial support to the proposal of the 
Government. He cautioned the House not to trench upon the recent 
occurrences in Jamaica during this discuasion, but to suspend their judg- 
ment until the report was made by the Commissioners. 

Mr. Hadfield complained that the people of Jamaica had been too heavily 
taxed. 

Mr. Ewins supported the bill. 

Colonel Edwaids denounced the conduct of those who had condemned 
Governor Byre, and said the Government was degraded and impotent in 
yielding to the clamour of Exeter Hall. 

Mr. Cardwell deprecated the discussion verging into a consideration of the 
conduct of the people of Jamaica. He did not intend t cast the slightest slur 
upon Governor .Eyre by suspending him. He had only desired to institute 
an independent inquiry. It would not have been fair to leave him responsible 
for the government of the island while the inquiry was going on. 

Mr. Buxton said he hoped he should be able to show that the blacks had not 
been guilty of that diabolical conspiracy which was imputed to them. 

The bill was then read a second time, 

CATTLE PLAGUE BILL, 

The House then went again into Committee on the Cattle Plague Bill, 

which, with some amcndmeats, passed through Committee, 


In the House of Lords, yesterday week, Lord Malmesbury 
called the attention of the Government to the expediency of making a grant 
tothe National Life-boat Institution to assist it in placing additional life- 
boats on the coast. The Duke of Somerset replied by stating that the public 
support to the Life-boat Institution was amply adequate to meet the require- 
ments of the coast. In fact, judging from the returns the institution had 
obtained from coastguard officers and other competent persons as to the neces- 
sity of additional life-boats on the coasts of the United Kingdom, it was 
clearly stated that there were few places that required new life-boata, There 
are now altogether about 700 life-boata on our coasts, and of this number 162 
belong to the National Life-boat Institution. We are glad that the insti- 
tution has thus positively refused any Government A gr which means 
Government control, and sometimes Gover he institution 
is now the glory of England. Ithas co t er to the saving of 
about 15,000 persons since its establishment; and we ‘feel assured that, s 
long as the society continues in its present state of ofMiciency, so long the 
Port le of Enghead wil continue to support it in a liberal manner.

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THE SOURCE OF THE GANGES. 

Tuat well-known traveller and sportaman Major H. A. Leverson, 
‘the Old Shikaree,” who has pursued every a of oe through 
the wildest ery of Asia and Western Africa, supplies us with a 
sketch, from which we have engraved a View of the Great Glacier of 
Rudru-Himaleh, the source of the River ges, as seen from 
Gangoutrie, at the head of the upper valley, close to the main range 
of the Himalaya Mountains, An interesting narrative of his expedition 
to this place appeared in Baily’s Monthty Magazine, a year or two 
since, to which we may refer. e started from the Dehra Doon, a 
favourite shooting-ground of our countrymen in India, in company 
with two or three brother officers, and with a train of some thirty 
Puharee coolies or porters to carry the tents, the store of provisions, 
the extra clothing, and other necessaries, including a portable bridge, 
or ladder, to aid them in crossing the torrents or the deep clefts of 
rock. After a brief halt at Mussoorie, the delightful sani station, and 
Landour, the neighbouring military cantonment, on the above the 
Dehra Doon, they proceeded northward into the upper valley, which is 
traversed by the Bhageeruttee branch of the sacred river, winding 
through a narrow gorge above Bengalee, with nae cliffs on 
each side, Still higher up, at the confluence of the Ghoomtee, the 
valley opens to a considerable width ; and here, on the border of an 
extensive forest, is the village of Derallee, much frequented by 
Brahmin pilgrims. From this place a few hours’ toilsome walking 
brought the tourists to the rapids formed by the Ganges rushing down 
a deep and narrow chasm, on each side of which is a slope overgrown 
with pine, birch, and cedar, whilst above them are steep cliffs which 
are mostly crowned with snow. At the junction of the Keedar Gunga 
tue river falls in cascades over an immense mass of rock; but just 
above this are gentle slopes clothed with verdant woods, and the 
Ganges here glides smoothly and swiftly over a broad bed of 
shingle. On the right bank, about 15ft. from the stream, upon 
a slab of rock, which the Hindoos believe to be the spot where 
Gunga, the divine spirit of the great river, used to worship 
Mahadeo, or the Supreme God, is a small, plain building, sur- 
rounded by a low wall—the celebrated Temple of Gangoutrie, 
the holiest shrine of their national faith, Looking up from this 

lace towards the source of the Ganges, the view is most impressive. 
We quote Major Leverson’s remarks upon it :—“ Although, from its 
extreme inaccessibility, man has done so little to mark a spot that is 
revered and considered holy by more than a hundred millions of his 
race, Nature has done much; and the utter desolation, the strangel 
stern wildness of the place, is worthy of the mysterious ey wit 
which it is regarded. Scarped, overhanging cliffs, fringed with dark 
pines and splintered crags of fantastic shape, tower so high that only 
a scrap of sky is visible overhead, and close up the view on every side, 
except towards the east, where the five large peaks of Rudru-Himaleh 
rise, forming a semicircular hollow, down which a large glacier rolls. 
The appearance of this mountain, as seen through the vista of the valley, 
was most striking, for it seemed like a mighty barrier of snow that 
closed up the head of the gorge, while the contrast of its dazzling 
whiteness with the deep blue sky above, and the dark stern cliffs on 
each side, gave it a singular character. The rushing of the torrent 
and the mournful sighing of the wind formed a wild melody appro- 
priate to the sombre grandeur of the scene.” 


“A LITTLE FATHERLY ADVICE,” 

Tus subject so felicitously treated in the picture we engrave on page 
181 belongs to a class seldom attempted by English artists, but that 
is sufficiently common in French art. It is a little bit of polite or 
“ high comedy,” dependent for its interest entirely upon choice of cha- 
racter and accessories, and upon rendering of delicate shades of 
expression which, while half latent and intentionally much suppressed, 
shall yet be highly suggestive. In such ticklish subjects British 
painters too often overstep the mark in their anxiety to make every- 
thing plain and emphatic—as though the spectator’s sagacity and 
imagination were not to be trusted. This great error in art of all 
kinds Mr. Wynfield has entirely avoided, and we know not which is 
most commendable, the genial invention of this quaint fancy or the 
finesse with which it is realised. 

We wonder whether the subject was suggested by some contem- 
porary incident of the kind, and whether the mise-en-scene was in- 
vented in the effort to conjure up the life which the sight of some old 
Elizabethan hall or manor house may have invited the artist to recall. 
I: certainly Jooks like a most exact reproduction of a little episode of 
real life from the “ Merrie England” of the days of “ good Queen Bess.” 
The costumes are, of course, Elizabethan—the ruff, long-waisted 
doublet, and trunk hose of the gentlemen ; and the little conical hat, 
ruff, stomacher, puffed and slashed sleeves, the fan (probably with 
Jooking-glass), and the doubtless “new-fangled” dress of the gay 
young gentlewoman. Well, here, mark you! is the sunny side of the 
old house, where the wall-fruit ripens and the roses and pretty climbers 
wander; and here the lord, knight, or gentleman of the house is wont 
of afternoons to sun himself on a garden settle after his midday meal ; 
here, with an improvised buffet cosily drawn to his side and his faith- 
fu! bound basking at his feet, he quaffs his diurnal flagon of ale or 
bottle of sack. But, alack! the quiet enjoyment he so much loves has, 
it seems, been sadly disturbed of late by the me! ways of this 
pretty daughter just blossoming into womanhood, whose charge, it 
may Le devolves entirely on him, or who is, perhaps, given up by the 
mother. She is a little too “ forward” for her stately father and those 
formal times ; some clandestine trystings or surreptitious epistles may 
have been discovered ; perhaps she has accepted a suspected and un- 
welcome suitor as a partner for country dance or fandango ; or, if not 
of coquetry, she may be too fond of the next thing to it—Le., gews and 
gawdes in dress or ornament ; she has, in fine, at least been guilty of 
one or more of the little disobediences or peccadillos which are crimes 
in our eyes when we are no longer tempted to commit or have 
lost the taste for them, So she is summoned to receive 
a paternal caution. Without harsh or unbecoming anger, but 
his head thrown back with a lofty sense of propriety and decorum, 
paterfamilias proffers—possibly with a certain of pompous 
prosiness—“ a little fatherly advice.” Stiffly concealing her cuber- 
yaasment, with a primness which seems only assumed for the occasion, 
yet with an outward semblance of all due submission, the fair culprit 
listens with downcast eyes. Yet there is something in the working 

nd compression of her lips that betokens impatience, refractoriness, 
resentment. We are sorely afraid the father’s troubles are not over 
yet. Into the expression of the maiden’s face, which of course gives 
the key-note to the picture, Mr. Wynfield has put his best art, and 
worthily it completes the capital conception of the whole. 

We may add that the artist is one of the most distinguished of our 
rising painters of history and “ historical genre.” He has also made a 
reputation by his series of “out of focus” photographic portraits of 
eminent artiste, a series which prompted Mrs, Cameron's varied and 
successful efforts in artistic photography.

ST. CUTHBERT’S, DARLINGTON. 

Tue fine old parish church of St. Cuthbert, Darlington, after bein 

closed during nearly four years for 4" under the supervision o' 
the architect, Mr. Gilbert Scott, was lately —— for public 
worship. This church dates from 1192; it was the great work of 
Bishop Pudsey ; but, after having been proceeded with to the height 
of about 20 ft. from the foundation, was left exposed to the weather 
for nearly thirty years, after which, using up the materials provided 
by the founder, the builders added fresh stonework of a later period 
of architecture. Hence the difficulty which has existed until the 
last few years in affixing any exact date to the erection of this 
building. The shape of church is cruciform: from the 
west entrance to the east end of the chancel it measures 
130 f., from north to south ends of the transepts 76ft.; the 











breadth of nave is 24ft., with two es, each i0ft. wide. 
The roof is very high pitched, and covered with lead. It had been 
lowered 6 ft. about a century ago, but has been restored to we aro 
height, and is now open to the body of the church—a flat 
ceiling, which entirely hid the gable windows of the nave and 
transepts, and the lantern windows of the tower, ha been removed. 
The tower was originally built to sustain a spire of wood covered 
with lead ; but in 9 Sire conteny 0 bely end stone spire were 
added, which proved too heavy for the piers; and consequently the 
windows nearest them, which originally were too weak for the super- 
structure, were cloeed in to act as but and a very solid arch was 
put up between the eastern piers to prevent internal compressure, This 
was subsequently used as the rood screen, and since as the - 
gallery, giving to this church its peculiarly cathedral appearance. The 
tower rests upon two superb arches of rectangular mo They 
rise from clustered piers, of which the main Rt ars are of a pointed 
section; each of them is furnished with two sub-pi in- 
closed in rectangular formations. A large square k inter- 
venes between the inner mouldings of the arch and the is, 
Some of the capitals are flowered, others moulded only. Above 
these tower arches—four arches opening into the roof. Each 
aisle opens into a transept by a single arch of fine detail. The 
three westernmost aisles in the nave are very wide and obtuse, of 
three orders, chamfered ; while the easternmost is much narrower, of 
fine proportion and el t mouldings. The pillars are cylindrical 
and octagonal alternately, except the most eastern, which rests u 
a clustered respond and a very beautiful pier com of four cylin- 
drical and filleted shafts, separated by ehenn | pointed bow- 
tels. The piers supporting the tower having given signs of shrink- 
ing some five years ago, and having been pronounced in a us 
condition, the opinion of Mr. Scott was taken and the building placed 
under his care. He determined to employ upon this the plan he is 
now carrying out on a still larger scale at St, David’s—namely, to 
suspend the tower, belfry, and spire upon shoring and take out in 
detail the eastern piers of the tower, replacing them with new mate- 
rial and upon a perfectly strong and safe foundation, This immense 
weight having hitherto been resting upon mere round stones 
from the bed of the Tees, which had been disturbed by 
the dangerous custom of making vaults inside the church, 
nearly 5000 square feet of shoring were used, and e precaution 
taken to ensure success, which in this case has been complete, 

The transepts are peculiarly beautiful in this church, They are 


glass windows, by Messrs. Clayton and Bell, of London, the two lower 
being medallion, and the gable window containing the effigy of the 
patron saint. The south transept has four lights, — two and 
two, with a circular window in the gable. The north five lights, 
two and two, the fifth in the gable: four of these have been filled in 
with stained glass, as well as two more windows in the eastern sides 
of the transepts. The aisle windows are square-headed and decorated, 
and date from the fifteenth century, when the high-pitched aisles of 
the original fabric gave place to those of the present form. A pro- 
— was made to restore these aisles to their original character ; but 

. Scott’s wise conservatism prevented this removal of the landmarks 
of architecture, The restoration of the chancel has been a work very 
successfully carried out by a local architect, Mr. Patchett. The eastern 
front, which had been most barbarously rebuilt in 1748, has been 
taken down and rebuilt ; and as, fortunately, the builder had used the 
original stones, these were placed together, along with remains in the 
north and south walls, and the sills remaining in their original 
position, have enabled the architect to present one of the very finest 
east ends that exist in any part of England. The seven lights are ar- 
ranged three and three, the seventh being in the gable, and when 
these shall be filled with stained glass of good quality the effect will 
be magnificent. 

The pews of this church, which had been pronounced the worst- 
pewed church in England, have been all swept away; and the human 
remains beneath the floor have been either removed and reinterred, or 
else covered over with concrete. Some idea may be formed of the 
extent of burials from the fact that the soil had risen far above the 
bases of the pillars, and that above 300 skulls were removed in one 


day. 
The pulpit, of Caen stone and marble, was designed by Mr. Scott, 


and as well as a very handsome front in y marble, resting upon 
rose-coloured and green marble pillars, is the work of Mr. Farmer, of 
London, by whom the seats and chair-stalls were made, 








A MAORI PAH IN NEW ZEALAND, 


A CORRESPONDENT belonging to the military force at Tauranga, 
New Zealand, Lieutenant H. Robley, of the 68th Light Infantry, sends 
us a sketch of the interior of one of the Maori pahs, with the fol- 
lowing brief explanation :— 

“Tt will be recollected that the natives of Whakataui, Bay of 
Plenty, soon after the murder of the Rev. Mr. Volkner, missionary at 
Opotiki, which outrage was not soon enough punished, followed the 
example by killing Mr. Fulloon, interpreter, and the crew of a coast- 
ing-vessel at sea off their port, The Arawa tribes of friendly Maoris, 
subsidised by Government, and officered by their resident istrate, 
Mr. Mair, attacked and drove the murderers’ tribe from one shelter to 
another, with some fighting, till they eventually captured the whole 
body at a pah, or native fort, called Te Teko, where their defences 
were surrounded and sapped according to a plan laid by Mr. Mair. 
‘The interior of their pah at Matata, on the Awa-o-te-Atua River, from 
which they were driven in October, is represented in my Sketch, 
showing the Hauhau flagstaff, around which they perf the rites 
of the Pai Marire—the new superstition, which countenances murder 
and cannibalism, The figure of a dove surmounts this pole. The 
large wharre, or hut, ornamented with a carved idol, is of the 
ringleader, Te Hura, a native chief, who was formerly an owner of 
coasting-vessels and a native assessor under the British Government, 
though it is said that he had committed murder amongst his own 

ople in a quarrel. He and seventeen others have been tried at 
Maketu, and convicted on clear evidence. Their sentence is to be 
hanged; the execution of which, up to the date of my letter, is 
dependent on the decision of the Governor, Sir George Grey.”

The power of the spiritualist medium has been wellnigh put to 
a crucial test last week.

Raphael Santi; his Life and his Works, By Alfred Baron von 
Wolzogen, Translated by F.E. Bannétt. (Smith, Elder, and Co.) 
The translator of Grimm’s “Life of Michael Angelo” is again wel- 
come, There may not be so much in the actual life of Raphael as 
there was in Michael Angelo’s, but, considered as a master of painting, 
Raphael is pees even more — than Michael Angelo to interest 
readers, Raphael ap more Michael Angelo to our sym- 
pathies : there is in former a tenderness not shown by the latter ; 
we look up to Michael Angelo with awe as well as wonder ; we d 
Raphael with love as well as admiration. People like to Ww 
parallels and find out analogies which are of course imperfect. But 
if we were to seek for comparisons, as is not uncommon, amongst the 
gods of mythology, we might call Michael Angelo Jupiter, and 
Raphael Mercurius; the former should be the thunder-bearer, who 
compelled all creatures to his will; the latter, the persuasive 
son of Maia.

Raphael, or Raphaello, it sets forth, was the son of Giovanni Santi, of

Howbeit, the dates in the epitaph 
and elsewhere do not correspond. We are told (p. 22) that “ Raphael 
first saw the light (which, it may be presumed, means was born) on 
Good Friday, March 28, 1483 ;” and he “ died (p. os the age of 
thirty-seven, on the anniversary of his birth, iday, April 6, 
1520 ;” he “ died (p, 184) on the anniversary of his bi on April 7 
1520;” he died 184) “vii id. April MDXX.;” and we read 
(p. 185), “ the authentic information we possess respecti 

death is from a letter addressed to Antonio di in 
days after the sad event, on April 11,1520.” The jumble may possibly 
be accounted for in this way. Vasari says that the great master was 
born on the 28th of March—i.e., on Friday— 1183. Others say 
that he was born (at night) on April 6, 1483, and died on April 6 
(which, we believe, was Good Friday), 1520, Now, if he were born 
and died on the 6th of April, his ties and death took place on the 
same day of the month; and if he were born and died on 
Good Friday, his birth and death took place on the same fast- 
day ; so in either case the day of his death may be said to have 
been in a certain sense the anniversary of his birth. If, however, 
he were born and died on the 6th of April, Cardinal Bembo's 
Latin epitaph contains either a mistake or an unclassical expression ; 
for, according to classical reckoning, vii id. April should mean the 7th 
of April. When, however, it is remembered that the night of the 6th 
is popularly regarded as including the small hours of the 7th, it is 
probable that Cardinal Bembo eee Peay come, and that Raphael 
neither was born nor died on a Friday, but was born and died on 
the 7th of April. At any rate, it is itable neither to Baron von 
Wolzogen nor to his translator that the muddle should not have been 
cleared up.

Archwologn of the Month. 


————»>———_—— 


Paris, like our own capital, is fast losing its antiquarian remains and 
picturesque groups of buildings which, half a century ago, were 
fraught with medieval story, The old market in the centre of the French 
city is about to disappear ; it isnot of great age, but is intermixed, 
as it were, with relics of much older date. The central market was 
built in the yee 1784 by the architect Dumas, on the ground occupied 
by the Hotel de Bourgogne, from which the comedians of the Theatre 


¢ais had just withdrawn. The mansion in which the Duke of 


Bo resided remained perfect until the reign of Francis I., who 
ran ugh the grounds a street which was ed Rue Francois in 
honour of the King. Of the feudal portions of the Hétel de 


there still exists the keep of Jean sans Peur, concealed from 
public view by some old houses, which are to be cleared away to 
allow the Rue aux Ours to be lengthened. 
Prefect of the Seine will act, with respect to these ancient remains, 
as he did with regard to the Tour St. Jacques; and that he will 
preserve this relic of military architecture as an historical memorial of 
the Middle Age.

national antiquities.” 

At Maughanby, in Cumberland, a few hundred yards eastward of 
the stone memorial popularly known as “Long Meg and her 

” has recently been levelled the mound which rose 4 ft. 
above the surface. It was found to contain cobble-stones mixed up 
with earth, and partly covering some large boulders, one standing, but 
all the others fallen ; still, they show there to have been eight stones, 
planted in a circle of about 18 ft. in diameter. Within the circle was 
found a rough stone cist, oval in shape, 3 {t. 9 in. from east to west, 
and 2ft.4in. wide from north to south, At the east end of the 
cist was an urn containing burnt bones and charcoal, and bones 
were found in the cist outside the urn; but neither implement nor 
ornament was discovered. The paramount interest, however, is that 
on one of the circle-boulders are incised five concentric 
circles near what must have been the top of the stone when upright ; 
the peculiarity of these circles being that there is no horizontal line 
starting from a point near the centre and cutting the circumference, as 
is the case in the circles seen on Long Meg. In respect to the grave 
or cist, the cobbles, the mound, and the bones, it is remarked in the 
Builder that there are curious coincidences with the description of 
native Australian customs by Captain Wilkes, given in Sir Jobn 
Lubbock's “ Prehistoric Times.” The Australian savages are said to 
have a remarkable superstition that “no one ever dies a natural 
death.” Their dead are arranged in a sitting posture, and the grave is 
oval ; the filling-up is stones, and earth is heaped over the whole, 
making a mound & ft. or 9{t. high ; there is, however, this difference, 
that implements and weapons are buried in the grave, They bury the 
young and burn the old, 

Another find of this class has been made of some human bones in a 
— 2 a mile from Torpichen, Linlithgowshire, Many cists 
are probably inclosed in the mound; one contained a human 
skeleton ; Professor Duns, New College, Edinburgh, took possession 
of the skull found in each. The character of the crania gives the 
chief interest to the discovery : they have evidently belonged to full- 
grown individuals, yet both are comparatively smal! ; the bones of the 
eyebrows are largely developed and those of the forehead sharply 
recede, cists had been placed at a depth of about 2} ft. from the 
surface. The bodies must have had the legs bent up at the knees, as 
in both cases the bones of the feet were found near those of the hands, 
lying beneath the thigh-bones, The sandhill is about one hundred 
yards from a boundary-stone of the refuge connected with the com- 
mandery of the Knights of St. John at Torpichen. 

The restoration of two of the most interesting of our City churches— 
St. Bartholomew the Great, Smithfield ; and St. Helen, Bishopsgate— 
pore, with much solicitude on the part of the promoters. St, 

lomew's has been recently surveyed by the Middlesex Archzo- 
logical Association and some members of the Corporation, and their 
report is highly satisfactory. In an architectural point of view St. 
Helen’s is inferior to St. 1olomew’s, but for the number and 
splendour of the monuments and brasses, in most instances to the 
memory of persons illustrious in our history, St. Helen’s may, next to 
St. Peter's, Westminster, take precedence of every other pre- 
Reformation church in the City. The wooden screen which 
the Nuns’ Choir from the parish aisle, together with 
the altar, was removed at the dissolution of the convent, 
Fortunately, seventeen of the original carved ‘“ miserere” 
have been preserved; and the hagioscope, 
communicated with the crypt, still remains, but sadly requires 
restoration.

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CONFLICTS WITH THE ARAB TRIBES NEAR ADEN. 
DvR1NG the latter months of the past year the turbulent behaviour of 
the Fondhelis Arabs in the neighbourhood of Aden had often ob- 
structed the passage of the grain and other provisions daily imported 
into Aden for the consumption of the British garrison, and it having 
also been ascertained that they contemplated overrunning and devas- 
tating the territories of our ally the Sultan of the adjacent province, 
force was assembled, by direction of the Political Resident, for the 
purpose of chastising them. Colonel Woolcombe, C.B., Royal 
Artillery, was appointed to the command of this force, which was com- 
posed of forty men of the Royal Artillery, with two Armstrong 
under Captain Hardy, and thirty of the Bombay Native Arti ’ 
under Lieutenant Walker ; 300 men of the 109th Foot, under Captain 
Valentine; and 400 of the Ist Grenadier Native antry, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sandwith. 

They marched out from Aden on the 21st and 22nd of December to 
their rendezvous at Sheik Othman, eight miles distant, a village 
belonging to the Abdhelis, a friendly tribe. The enemy, the Foudhelis, 
were collected round this place about 1500 strong, but retired as far as 
Beer-Syed, a distance of eleven miles, where our troops came upon 
them, dividing the spoil they had collected. Here their position was a 
capital one, and they were just three toone. Directly they saw the 
British force they opened fire, which was returned by a British cheer 
and 200 Enfield bullets. The — went on pretty steadily for about 
half an hour, during which two of the 109th, eleven of the Native 
Infantry Grenadiers, and one artillery man were wounded, but none 
severely. The enemy were falling fast and thick on all sides; but, 
after a time, the guns, which, owing to the loose sand and hillocks, 
were unable to keep up with the column, came up and opened fire, and 
this settled the affair in tem minutes. The bursting of the shells 
caused a panic among the enemy that completely upset all their 
notions of fighting, and their y-earned spoil was abandoned to 
the hands of the Abdhelis, to whom it had originally belonged. So 
ended the first engagement, which, according to one of the Foudhelis’ 
account, was to have ended so disastrously to the English ; for he used 
these words, “ I will thank the Great Spirit for the day that the English 
leave the walls of Aden and come into my country, for I will fall upon 
and destroy them, and the spoil will be Fey and the day never 
forgotten.” They lost about 170 men killed on the spot. They 
carried some of their dead away, but forty or fifty were left 
on the field, The force then moved on to Dhurub, one of 
the places shown in our Illustrations. On the 27th, it 
marched into the interior and arrived at the Foudhelis village of 
Jowalah ; but the enemy fied very precipitately, without firing a shot, 
havin a filled up the wells. The engineers, however, suc- 
ceeded, by two hours’ labour, in clearing out the wells and getting at 
some water, On the 29th the troops came out of Jowalah, and, about 
a wile from that village, were encountered by the oy, who, under 
cover of the tall grass, which here grows to the height of 12 ft. or 
14 ft., began a troublesome fire. A few of our men dropped, but the 
enemy were soon driven off, The march from Jowalah to Ahmoodiah 
was through a — piece of country and extremely rich, with 
immense fields of grass and grain of all sorts, and the jungles were 
carpeted with water-melons, plants with fruit as big as a man’s head, 
When the — came up to the village of Ahmoodiah three round 
shots were fi from the fort, but did no harm; and on entering the 
village they found it deserted. There were four ship-guns, of English 
make, evidently thrown overboard from some ship in distress, and of 
the pattern of fifty years ago, The wells were all in good condition, 
and the water clear and sweet. The force was kept here several days, 
waiting for the hostile chief to come in to make a treaty. It was 
understood that 40,000 rupees would be demanded from them as a fine 
for breaking the peace and molesting the Abdhelis. On Jan. 2 the force 
moved on to Assalee, and found that town deserted, but three guns 
left in good condition, The troops encamped among the sandheaps 
outside the town, and were much annoyed by the dust till the rain came 
on, during the second night. On the 4th adetachment of one hundred 
men and two guns were marched to embark on board the Victoria, for 
the purpose of storming Shubrah, the capital of the enemy ; but the 
surf was too strong, and obliged them to return to Assalee, The 
officers here visited the town, and went into many of the houses, 
the walls of which were covered with chinaware, fastened by 
string to nails, and the floors littered with various articles— 
books, boxes, baskets, leather manuscripts, and other things 
too numerous to mention. On the evening of the 4th the 
town was given up to the Abdhelis to sack, after which 
a party of one hundred strong was told off to destroy the 
town. They burned the houses by getting up on the roofs and boring 
holes through every flooring, piling great stacks of wood, doors, 
windows, beds, and boxes, in each room, till they got to the ground 
floor. When all was ready they set fire to the bottom pile, 
and in ten minutes the whole house would be on fire, and 
in ten more the walls fall in from top to bottom, The town 
was burning all that night. Next day (Jan. 5) they marched from 
Assalee at daybreak, and arrived at Teran, at nine o'clock, by a very 

ood road. While at breakfast they received news that a party of 

oudhelis were in possession of a fort three miles off, and were 
determined to defend it at any risk, This having been confirmed by 
some spies of the Abdhelis, a party of thirty of the 109th, thirty N. L, 
and two guns were sent out. When they arrived in front of the place the 
enemy surrendered, and, their arms being retained, they were allowed 
to go. After this the British force destroyed all the enemy’s forts round 
about, and then returned safely to Aden. We have been favoured with 
this account, and with the sketches engraved on page 192, by 
one who accompanied the expedition. 


SCENES ON THE NIGER, CENTRAL AFRICA, 
ome months ago, by favour of Commander Knowles, R.N., who had 
just returned from his expedition up the Niger with H.M.S. Investi- 
gator, undertaken to relieve Dr. Baikie, the resident at Lukoja (who, 
nevertheless, mapeeay mang | died at Sierra Leone, on his way home), 
we engraved two or three Illustrations of the scenery and costumes of 
that region of Central Africa, from the sketches of Mr. Thomas 
Valentine Robins, a clever artist accompanying that expedition. Mr. 
Robins has now arrived in London, and has been well received, not 
only by the Foreign Office, to whose service he was attached, but by 
the Royal Geographical, the yr oy and other scientific societies, 
of which he has been elected a member. We mt, in this week’s 
Number of our Journal, two more Views from his portfolio. 

Lukoja is situated on the western side of the river Niger, at the 
confluence of the Kwara and Binue, about eight days’ steaming from 
the mouth of the Nun, the Nun and Kwara being one river, the Niger. 

The late British agent, Dr. Baikie, R.N., selected this place of abode 
under the sanction and protection of Masaba, King of Nupe. The 
doctor resided here for seven years, during which time the place has 
gradually grown to its xe importance. It contains about 250 
inhabitants, composed of Mohammedans, heathens, and two white 
men, a8 Governor and Assistant Governor. Our settlement might all 
be inclosed within a moderate-sized English farm; but its position 
shows great judgment and taste in its founder. As seen from the d 
bed of the river, the settlement looks like a score or two of sm 
round hayricks with pointed tops. It lies about 150 yards 
from the river-side, in a highly-verdant plain at the foot of a 
table-mountain 1100 ft. in height. The small hill in the centre of 
the picture is called “ Stirling,” and upon this hill are buried the 
remains of many white men, who went there in Trotter's expe- 
dition in 1841. After Trotter's expedition had failed and left, the 
place remained in its former state tntil Baikie occupied it with his 
followers. The View is taken in the dry season, when the river has 
fallen 35 ft., and the sandbanks in the foreground afford good shooting ; 
but the heat is very great, as the thermometer stands at 128 deg. in 
the shade. The inhabitants are a mixture of tribes. The Hansa and 
Nupe people are the masters of the country, the Fula people are the 
highest type, and the Quoto, perhaps, the lowest. All of them have 
a@ great respect for white men, and are very well satisfied while 
living under our protection. 

The View of the confluence of the Niger and Prince rivers was also 
taken in the season, when the streams are very much contracted ; 
the point of land forming the confluence is evidently of recent 
date, caused by the action of the rapid current all the year round, and 
to obtain this picture at sunrise it was necessary to remain upon the top 
of the Table Mountain behind the settlement for a few nights, From 

















this mountain may also be seen the northern and southern constella- 
tions of Ursa Major and the Southern Cross, The scene is very grand 
at sunrise : Bo givens oo seems emo eS ohne See Sy 
miles away up Binue (or Black Water), casting a bright ruddy 
reflection right down across the wild country into the Binue, across 
ee Fy at the confluence, into the Niger and over our csttloment, 
until it draws up the heavy mornin rivers 
flow nearly east and west, north sou opposite our set- 
tlement.

HERR HILDEBRANDT’S DBAWINGS. 

Tue Gallery of the Institute of Painters in Water Colours is occupied 
for a few weeks (till it shall be required for the usual exhibition of the 
institute) by a collection of drawings, just opened to the public, which 
are remarkable for their artistic merit, but still more for the novelty 
of their —. The reputation of the Prussian ——_ Herr 
Hildebrandt already reached this country. At the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1855 he received one of the few gold medals awarded to 
foreign contributors. And last summer our Parisian contem ies 
excited our curiosity by very laudatory accounts (on their ibiti 
at Paris) of his series of s — {~~ ———- — during a 
two years’ voyage autour du monde in pt, ia, India, Ceylon, 
Siam, China, Japan, Manilla, California. About half only of this 
series is now on view in Pall-mall, but it is the half which has by f: 

most novel interest—that is, the views in China, Japan Manilla, &c, 

The lively French critic Theophile Gautier says of M. Hildebrandt 

and his works, with more truth as to the fact than grammatical accn- 

in his English quotation, that “aucun ‘painter of water's 
couwue’ anglais ou francais ne Temporte sur lui en fraicheur, en 
richesse et en transparence de ton, et, en outre, chacun de ses dessins 
révéle une beauré inconnue,” 

We must see with a satisfaction unmixed with jealousy that the art 
of painting in water colours, which we have hitherto as 
peculiarly british, is receiving such development on the Continent. It 
is especially gratifying to find a German artist not only excelling in 
this particular medium, but, like many of a new race of his com- 
patriots, entirely free from all trace of the formal academicism, 
mannerism, and apparent deficiency of a hi h colour-faculty, which we 
had long associated with German art. M. Hildebrandt’'s drawings 
have the accuracy and fidelity to fact which satisfy the man of science, 
the natural historian, the ethnologist, the cosmographer ; they also 
embrace a higher class of truths, feelings, impressions, and sentiments 
which appeal to the artistic sense and link art with —- 
His drawings are characteristic in the widest acceptation of the word ; 
they are full of that kind of observation which, especially when not 
neutralised by confirmed mannerism, distingui artists as immea- 
surably the best travellersy and which renders their slightest sketches 
more valuable than whole pages of description ; they have that truth 
to the essentials of mass, tone, colour and general aspect relatively to 
the human eye and mind, which lift art so much above Photography 5 
they are large in treatment, free and broad in touch, full in effect, 
rich in colour, Technically, they show entirecommand both of opaque 
and transparent colour ; and although one would soon recognise the 
—— style of the painter, they differ from English work, and 

ve an air of originality a from their subjects. As an artistic 
explorer and traveller, M. Hildebrandt deserves perhaps the first 
among modern painters, and the adventurous spirit which led an 
artist who had won high honours in his profession to literally the 
“ uttermost parts of” and round the earth cannot be too highly com- 
mended, so instructive and otherwise important are the results such 
enterprise is calculated to afford. 

We have not space to review the whole collection now on view, or 
even to dwell on individual works, but we may invite attention to a 
few of the most important drawings. Let the artist, then, at once 
transport us to the vast capital of the enormous Chinese empire, 
Before we alight we will take “A Bird's-eye View of Pekin ;” and 
can wildest fantasy be more strange than the reality? We look u 
the “main street "—a broad, deeply-rutted, unpa' undrained ro 
which bisects the city—and to night and left stretch a troubled 
and interminable sea of tentlike roofs, tossed and broken by ten 
thousand grotesque forms and tortuous lines of gable and facade, 
pierced ever and anon by still more waywardly fantastic pagodas, 
temples, mandarin palaces, pendent signs, and masted penn: 
banners, the whole resembling nothing but an enormous 
Fair, and forcing the inquiry, have these Chinese, during the thousands 
of years of their fixed civilisation, or their Tartar conquerors, thrown 
off their original nomadic habits? Another bird’s-eye view of 
“ Cireular-street,” and a panoramic view of the entire city, 
only deepen the impression that one is looking at a vast 
encampment. A view of the inner court of the Imperial 
Palace, with its | my lychromic decorations; views of the 
Imperial Summer Palace; of the Temple of the Heavens, with its 
deep azure porcelain domes resembling two Titanic inverted punch- 
bowls ; and several other drawings, help to realise the Celestial capital— 
a city ~~ 5 than romance or dreams could paint it. Tartar 
churches and houses at Canton are even more grotesque in their 
“sky-line” than those of Pekin, Two views of streets of shops, 
vistas upeach being formed by broad bands of brightly-coloured stuffs 
covered with Chinese characters, suspended like flags into the street, 
and re ching from the top of each house to the bottom, interspersed 
with coloured lanterns, flowered dresses gibbeted on high, and countless 
other signs, afford the artist an opportunity for revelling in more than 
Venetian colour. In fine contrast to these is the narrow, sombre 
street at Hong-Kong, thrown in Rembrandtesque shadow, bearing the 
ominous title, “Street of the Pirates.” A large and brilliant view of 
Canton represents the amphibious life of the Cantorlese. But more 
strange than the existence of the multitudes who pass day and night 
on the river is that of the fishermen, who dwell in huts standing like 
storks above the shallow water, and suggesting a parallel to the pre- 
historic ee of the Swiss The seafaring life is 
further illustrated in innumerable studies of junks, with their great 
eyes at the prow, and sails like dorsal fins, resembling uncouth marine 
monsters. Of the many illustrations of the Chinese people, their 
life, costumes, and customs, we have only space to mention 
droll representations of a fisherman carrying all his earthly 
possessions in an enormous pair of scales; a Chinaman 
with his parasol carefully closed on account of the rain; another 
proper] he yee — the downpour in his broad-brimmed hat and 
naw a ; or, still better, the pair of friends in close confab:

The estimate for Greenwich —y and School for the year 
1866-7—the expenditure to be repaid from Greenwich ——— funds, per Act 
28 and 29 Vict., c. 89—has now been separated from the Navy Estimates, 
though prepared by the Naval Department. The estimate for 1866-7 is 
£125,367, compared with £63,915, the vote for six months of the financial 
year 1865-6. The three branches of the estimate are office expenses at 
Admiralty and household and infirmary, £45,746; pensions, £54,902 ; and 
school, £24,719. 


The Navy Estimates for 1866-7 show a net decrease of £4071 
as compared with the vote for the financial year 1865-6, The totals are, required 
for 1866-7, £10,388,153; and last vote for the financial year 1865-6, £10,392,224. 
Under the various heads there are items of increase and decrease. The most 
important items of decrease are: Wages to seamen and marines, £82,302 ; 
victuals and clothing for ditto, £90,506 ; and naval stores, £377,771. The 
most important items of increase are: Dockyards, &c., £64,776; new works, 
building, machinery, and repairs, £364,880; and Army Department convey- 
ance of troops, £82,208. The extra receipts and repayments last year were 
£157,591 ; and they are estimated this year at £149,163, of course diminishing 
the expenditure to that amount.

He was an ardent 
lover of the chase, and in him the Kildare Hunt had a firm supporter, both 
before and since he filled the post of master. The Earl married, April, 20, 
1838, the Hon. Annette, elder and only surviving ——— and coheiress of 
(ieneral Sir Ulysses de Burgh, G.O.B., second and last Lord Downes, by whom 
he leaves two sons and four daughters. The eldest daughter, Lady Mary 
Henrietta, was married July 5, 1864, to Commander the Hon. George 
Fitzclarence, R.N., Knight of the Medjidie, third son of George, first Earl of 
Munster. The Earl of Clonmel! is succeeded by his elder son, John Hen: 
Reginald, Lord Earlsfort, now fourth Earl of Clonmell, who was born Marc 
2, 1839, and is a Lieutenant in the Ist Life Guards. This family of Scott 
springs immediately from Thomas Scott, who was a Captain in King 
William III.’s army, and who fell in battle during the Irish civil war. His 
grandson, John Scott, a bold, energetic, and successful lawyer, was succes- 
sively Prime Serjeant, Solicitor-General, Attorney-General, and Lord Chief 
Justice of the Court of King’s Bench in Ireland. He was created Baron 
Earlsfort and Viscount Clonmell in 1789, and Earl of Clonmell in 1793. His 
Lordship was grandfather of the nobleman just .

THE HON. MRS. WHITE. 

The Hon. Mrs. White, who died on the l4th inst., at her town house, 12, 
Merrion-square North, Dublin, in the seventy-fifth year of her age, was 
Juliana, the eldest daughter of Charles, second Viscount Gort, by his first 
wife, Jane, daughter of Ralph Westropp, Esq., of Attyflin, in the county of 
Limerick, and widow of William Stamer, Esq., of Carnelly, in the county of 
Clare, and was aunt of Standish Prendergast, fourth and present Viscount 
Gort, She was married, Aug. 31, 1819, to Colonel Thomas White, of Wood- 
lands, in the county of Dublin (who died May 4, 1847), eldest son of Luke 
White, Esq., of Woodlands, and brother of Henry, present Lord Annaly. By 
this marriage Mrs, White had an only son, who died shortly after his birth. 
The death of this popular and respected lady will be deeply felt, and will 
create a void not easily filled in the circles of Dublin, where, for years, she 
had been a leader of fashion, and where her splendid mansion was remarkable 
for its hospitality and social attractions. 


THE HON. J. C. DUNDAS, M.P. 

The Hon. John Charles Dundas, M.P., of Woodhall, Wetherby, Yorkshire 
Lord Lieutenant of Orkney and Zetland, who died on the 14th inst., at Nice, 
was the second surviving son of Lawrence, first Earl of Zetland, by his wife, 
Harriet, third daughter of General John Hale, of the family ef Hale of King’s 
Walden, Herts, and was brother of Thomas, second and present Ear! of Zetland, 
K.T., whose heir-presumptive he was. He was born Aug. 21, 1808, and was 
educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge. He was called to the Bar, 
by the Hon. Society of the Middle Temple, Nov. 7, 1834 ; and was appointed Lord 
Lieutenant of Orkney and Zetland in 1839. He was M.P. for Richmond from 
1830 till 1885; and for York from 1835 to 1837, when, at the general election, 
he was again returned for Richmond, and continued its representative up to 
1847, and became once more its member at the last general election. His 
polities were Liberal. He married, March 27, 1843, Margaret Matilda, eldest 
daughter of James Talbot, Esq., of Maryville, in the county of Wexford 
brother of John Hyacinth Talbot, Esq., of Castle Talbot and Ballytrent, and 
uncle of the late Countess of Shrewsbury. He by this marriage leaves three 
sons and six daughters. His eldest son, Lawrence Dundas, Esq., born in 1844, 
becomes heir-presumptive to the earldom of Zetland, 


THE HON. HINTON BAST. 

This gentleman, one of the oldest landed proprietors of Jamaica, whose 
family obtained their large estates in that island by a direct grant from King 
Charles I1., as a reward for the services of Captain John East in the Royalist 
Army, died at Raymond Hall, St. Andrew's, Jamaica, on the 14th ult., in the 
eighty-second year of his age. He had himeelf seen military service, having 
served on the staff in India during the Nepau war. He was for many years 
Custos of the parish of St. Andrew's, and a member of Legislative Council. 
He was brother to the late Right Hon. Sir Edward Hyde East, Bart., formerly 
Chief Justice of Bengal, and uncle to Sir James East, the present Baronet. 


SIR JOHN HOWLEY. 

Sir John Howley, Queen's First Serjeant in Ireland, who died on the 13th 
inst., at his town house, 32, Upper Fitzwilliam-street, Dublin, was the second 
son of John Howley, Esq., of Rich-hill, in the county or Limerick, by his wife, 
Amy, daughter of William Bourke, Esq., of Pallas, in the county of Tipperary. 
He was born in 1789, and was educated at Oscott, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and was called to the Irish Bar in 1815. He became a King’s Counsel 
in 1835, and was made Third Serjeant in 1843, and eventually rose to the first 
serjeantcy. The learned gentleman, after being for some time assistant bar- 
rister or (as it is now styled) chairman of quarter sessions for the King’s County, 
was, in 1835, appointed chairman of quarter sessions for the important county 
of Tipperary, a post he held with the highest credit for yan bee and on 
his retirement, in 1865, he, in recognition of his services, was knighted by the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and received a magnificent testimonial from the 
county he had so long and so ably served. Sir John Howley had also shown con- 
siderable judicial ability when, on several occasions, he sat as a Judge of 
Assize. Sir John married, in 1828, Sarah, daughter of Stephen Roche, Eeq., 
of Lota Park, Cork; and by that lady, who died in 1857, he leaves three 
daughters, of whom the eldest, Maria, is married to Alexander John Mansfield, 
Esq., barrister-at-law ; and the second, Amy, to Anthony John Cliffe, Esq., 
jun.,, of Bellevue, in the county of Wexford.

William Thomas Brande, ma D.C.L., F.R.S., the able and well-known 
chemist, who died, on the 11th inst., at Tunbridge Wells, was the scion of a 
Hanoverian family, which settled in Bngland, temp.

-Qutiens such as yours should always be accompanied by the name and address of 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Professor Tyndall commenced his eighth lecture on Heat

sers or hot of Iceland, ref to , and explaining them 
accordance with the modern theory established by Bunsen. The eruptions 
of the great Geyser depend on the fact that the temperature at which the 
water boils augments with the pressure. The tube is 74 ft. deep and 10 ft. 
wide. Immediately before an eruption, none of the water in the tube has 
attained its boiling point. The column of water is periodically lifted by 
steam, which enters at its bottom. This lifting finally raises a portion of the 
water to a position where its temperature is in excess of its boiling point. 
This excess generates steam and an explosion ensues. The convection of heat 
panee o gases was nextconsidered. A gas, when heated, rises, ite place being 
supplied by the heavier cool gas. To this fact, combined with the heat of the 
sun and the rotation of the earth, odical winds and storms are due.

Good radiators are also good 
absorbers. This was proved in the case of lampblack and other substances ; 
and it was also shown by various experiments, in opposition to the common 
opinion, that the colour of a body has no influence upon its radiating and 
absorbing powers. 


Colonel Sir Henry James, F.R.S8., at the evening meeting on 
Friday, the 16th inst., gave a discourse on the Ordnance Survey of Jerusalem 
(made by a party of Royal Engineers in the early part of last year), referring 
to a contour map of Jerusalem, several diagrams, and a series of interesting 
photographs taken by Captain Wilson, which were magnified and reflected on 
ascreen by Professor Tyndall, by means of his electric lamp. Sir Henry 
described the course of the survey from Jaffa to Jerusalem, and thence to the 
Dead Sea, and commented on the geology and physical geography of the 
country, more especially of the immediate neighbourhood of Jerusalem, exhi- 
biting specimens of the various limestone strata beneath the city. From the 
discovery of the remains of massive waterworks, Sir Henry showed how 
excellent were the ancient arrangements for water supply and drainage ; while 
now there is no drainage whatever, and the water-tanks are supplied merely 
from the rain-fall on the roofs of the houses. The present size of Jerusalem 
was estimated to be that of the block of houses having Park-lane to the west, 
Bond-street to the east, Oxford-street to the north, and Piccadilly to thesouth. 
The photographs exhibited included views of the walls axd gates of the city, 
the arch “ Ecce homo,” the mosque of Omar and the mosque El Achsa, and 
the remains of the fortress Antonia, adjoining the temple, in which the huge 
stones employed could be readily discerned. During the lecture Sir Henry 
referred tothe historic details respecting the city given by the sacred writers, 
by Josephus, and by Eusebius, and other historians. H.R.H. Prince Arthur 
was in the chair. 


Professor Westmacott’s fifth lecture on Art-education, given 
on Saturday last, was devoted to a review of the progress of modern art, 
especially sculpture, from the tenth to the nineteenth century, as manifested 
in religious and ecclesiastical and monumentaldesign. Referring to a series 
of drawings, he showed how to the first monuments, merely imitations of the 
coffin, were gradually added emblems such as a cross, mitre, &c.; these were 
followed by effigies in low relief, specimens of which exist in the cloisters of 
Westminster Abbey ; and finally by more perfect sculptures. At first only 
ecclesiastics received this honour, but eventually figures of armed knights 
appear (as seen in the Temple Church), followed by the elaborate regal 
monuments, such as that of King John at Worcester. The profeseor pointed 
out bow gradually the religious simplicity of the early Gothic monument was 
gradually corrupted, till a debased heathenish style culminated in such 
monuments as those of Sir Cloudesley Shovel, Admiral Tyrell, and Mrs. 
Nightingale, in Westminster Abbey. As specimens of the reaction by recur- 
rence to nature, the professor referred to the works of Flaxman, especially to 
his monuments in Chichester Cathedral. After commenting on monumental 
brasses, of which so many fine specimens abound in our old churches, Professor 
Westmacott inveighed against the absurdities of modern Medievalism, as 
shown in the manufacture of brasses in the nineteenth century, containing 
all the peculiarities which belonged especially to the fourteenth. The only 
remedy for this departure from the true standard of nature is art-education 
and the cultivation of the public taste, 


Professor Tyndall, in his ninth lecture (given on Tuesday 
last), r i the ideration of radiant heat, with especial relation to its 
transmission through solids, liquids, and gases, termed “ diathermamy” by 
Melloni, so illustrious for his researches on this subject. Professor Tyndall 
showed that some bodies (such as water, ice, and alcohol) which are trans- 

t to the rays of light are opaque to the rays of heat by absorbing them ; 
while others (of which rock-salt is the best) allow rays of light and heat to 
pass with equal facility, hardly any heat being absorbed, He showed also 
that the rays of heat will pass through non transparent bodies, such as an 
opaque solution of iodine or bisulphide of carbon. After producing a brilliant 
spectrum of the electric light, he proved that the luminous part is not the 
hottest ; that all the rays except red produce very little heat, and that the 
seat of the greatest calorific power is beyond the red, and possesses eight 
times its heat. By ingenious apparatus he isolated these invisible rays of the 

and rendered them visible by causing them to impinge upon a plate 
of incandescent platinum ; and, among other experiments, he, by projecting 
the invisible hot rays of the spectrum upon a plate of ice, caused its lique 
faction, with the formation of beautiful figures resembling flowers with six 
petals. 

Mr, George Scharf, F.S.A., keeper of the National Portrait 
Gallery, will give the evening discourse, on Friday next, “On Portraiture ; 
its Fallacies and Curiosities as connected with English History.” 











WILLS AND BEQUESTS, 


The will of Vice-Admiral the Hon, George John Cavendish, 
of Lyne Grove, Chertsey, was administered to in the principal registry, on the 
16th inst., under £4000 personalty, by Caroline Prideaux Cavendish, the 
relict and universal legatee, there being no executor appointed therein. The 
will was made on the 10th of October, 1564, and executed on the 13th of the 
same month, the Hon. Frederick Cavendish being one of the attesting wit- 
nesses. The testator died on the 23rd of October, 1865, at the age of sixty- 
eight. The will is very brief, the disposition of his property being contained 
in one clause, in words to the following effect :—“ I give, devise, and bequeath 
to my wife all my property, real and personal, as 1 am confident she will dis- 
pose of it justly.” The gallant Admiral was the third son of the second Lord 
W k, and entered the Navy in 1810, and served with honour and dis- 
tinction on the North American and West Indian stations and in the first 
Burmese War ; was a Deputy Lieutenant for Surrey ; and had held the office 
of High Sheriff for that county in 1858, 

The will of Major-General John Fitz-Maurice, K.H., of 
Drayton-green, Ealing, was proved in the London Court on the 29th ult., by 
his son, John Gerald Fitz-Maurice, Esq., the sole executor. The personalty 
was sworn under £14,000, The will is dated Dec. 22, 1865, and is attested by 
Geraldine Fitz-Maurice and Gertrude Fitz-Maurice. The testator died on the 
24th of the same month, at the age of seventy-two. He has disposed of the 
whole of his property, real and personal, to his wife, Frances Maria 
Fitz-Maurice, for her own absolute use and benefit. The gallant General 
entered the British Army in 1811, in the 9th Regiment Rifle Brigade, and 
was constantly employed, and obtained a good-service pension, as well as 
pensions for wounds received at Badajos and Quatre Bras, and was rewarded 
with the Waterloo and other medals and badges of distinction. 


The will of James Morrish, Esq., of Ellerslie, King's-road, 
Clapham Park, was proved in London, on the 18th ult., under £100,000 per- 
sonalty ; the executors being John P. Foster, Eeq., of Wood-street, Cheapside ; 
and jamin Darbyshire, Eaq., of Liverpool, merchant; together with 
Thomas Buxton Morrish, Esq., the son ; the wife being appointed guardian of 
the infant children. The will is dated Dec. 21, 1865; and the testator died 
on the 25th of the same month, at the age of fifty-eight. He bequeaths to hi 
wife all the furniture, plate, linen, china, glass, books, pictures, horses, and 
carriages, and all stores and effects in and about his residence and grounds, 
together with an immediate legacy of £1000, leaving her also a life interest 
in the residue of his real and personal estate. To his sons as, James, 
and George, each a legacy of £10,000; and £5000 to each of his other seven 
children, to whom he beaves the ultimate residue of his property, in equal 
shares, their claims to be received by them on their respectively attaining the 
age of twenty-five years, or on the daughters marrying. There is a legacy to 
his sister, Mrs. Barnard, being the interest of £1200 for her life, and the 
— to her children; also, an annuity of £40 to his wife's sister, Mrs. 
liza Mundy.
